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Armistice Day. 


TO-MORROW we shall all be celebrating the Fifteenth 
Anniversary of the. truce that brought the greatest war-in 
history to an end. There may be some who are impatient of 
this recurring event. They would honour it as a tribute to the 
fallen, while fearing it as an awakener of perhaps dangerous 
memories. Unhappily those memories have never died, and 
need nothing to bring them into the foreground. But there are 
others more beneficent that the day calls to mind. Let us 
remember—not merely the excitements of armed conflict, 
but the cost of them in blood and sacrifice, the millions of war 
graves, the promise of peace beled, and the legacy of racial 
hate and economic chaos from which men seem powerless to 
shake themselves free. Viewed in this light—as a day of 
reflection rather than of gratulation, a day for warning rather 
than for satisfaction in victory or anger at defeat-—Armistice 
Day is a commemoration of supreme value, which should be 
repeated through the years until war and the thought 
of war are eradicated from the human heart. It comes 
to us this year, indeed, clothed with more than its usual 
poignancy ; for we are realising more than ever how 
hollow sound the Hosannas of the Peace-makers . of 
1918. We remember that exaltation of the great conflict as 
a war to end war, and we see, as we look areundus, that that 


fateful day which ended the fighting inaugurated not peace but“ 


what is virtually a prolonged armistice. Armistice day it was 
called, and Armistice day alone it remains, so far as the per- 
manent enthronement of peace is concerned. All the more 
urgent, then, the call to observe it as a day of warning. The 
nations who rushed, or were dragged, into the World-War were 
foolish enough to believe that all they had to do, at its ending, 
was to sheathe their swords, present their bill, draw up a 
sort of a treaty, and return to the undisturbed pre-war tran- 
quility and prosperity. They did not realise the ever-widening 
consequences—moral and economic—that would exact their 
crushing toll from victors and vanquished alike. They made no 
allowance for wounded pride, mutual suspicions, the rabid 
nationalism that would fly to financial arms if it could not wield 
the products of the arsenals and the gas factories. How many 
of them foresaw that the War would throw social, political 
and economic systems into the melting-pot and smother 
democracy in many lands? How many Jews, indeed, could

have expected it to overthrow the rule of nineteenth century 


Liberalism, which hac given them liberty and upon whose 
ultimate preservation thei freedom depended? Now, too late, 
we understand, ‘though none of us can sav where the ever 
varolling chain oof consequences will cease and what sort of a 
world it will leave behind. The more we ponder these tragic 
facts, the more urgent becomes the duty to point their mera! 
warning. 

Why, one asks in bewilderment, should this be necessary in 
the existing situation? Is there, among all the nations, one 
that would gladly march to another war unſess it be Germany, 
momentarily hypnotised by false doctrine ® Would not the 
other peoples aggrieved by foolish treaties prefer to seek a 
peaceful solution of their problem rather than draw the sword ? 
And, if so, does not the present agonising position reflect the 
failure of the human judgment the capacity of statesmen 


moro than that of the human will to peace? One cannot but. 


think that that is so, that the day of little men is here men 
often little in character as well as in mind—and that it is the 
leadership that is the enemy and not the heart of the easily 
influenced masses it sometimes cajoles and beguiles. It inherits 
the war mentality of a by-gone age, it will take risks for war 
but not for peace, and it will on occasion descend to the 
despicable methods of domestic hatreds in order to forge its 
way to power. And yet there are those who proclaim that 
these are times for leaders, for authority, and that the 
peoples should submit to be led or coerced like dumb, driven 
cnttle! Our belief as to the causes of accumulating 
armaments in face of the ghastly. teachings of war may 
be wrong. But whether it be the peoples or their statesmen 
who are to blame, the duty of those who stil chng te 
the ideals of pence and brotherlLood is nol changed. They 
have to maintain and preach their standards, and not 
flinch. It cannot be that they will for ever preach in vain, 
for that would be to doom the human race to inevitable 
destruction. We have 10 uphold the peace minded leaders 
uguinst those of contrary will. We have to bring them every 
help in their sometimes heart breaking struggle. We have to 
on proclaiming the community of all peoples and encouraging 
every movement for moral disarmament. We have to stand 
by the side of those who call not only for a truce to arms, 
bul a.truee to those racial asperities which are the hideous 
SpPaw, Us they are also the cause, ol recurring war. And 
in all this we Jews have to bear our share manfully. It is 
hard for us to cry peace, peace’ when all around us are 
attack and enmity directed against our. happiness and our 
very livres. But it is the thing for which we stand, and by 
which our continued existence is largely justified, and we know 
that just us OUT people are the pre destined and worst victims 
of war, so is it only by reconcihation of men that surcease from 
trouble will come to us in the end. It was in that spirit, we 
know, that the Jewish war survivors met for their impressive 
service last Sunday, and it is in that spirit that all Jews will 
approach this Armistice Day, 


Jewry: Week by Week. 
Buy Your Poppies To-day. 


‘To-morrow-— Armistice Day will see Lhe usual sales of poppies 
in the streets on behalf of the British Legion. As the day happens 
to bo the Sabbath, observant JewWS will find themselves in some 
difficulty...Qn the one hand, they will bo imdisposed to violate the 
Sabbath by purchasing a poppy... Ou the other, they will be every 
whit as anxious as their fellow-crtizens to do their duty in a 
patriotic cause, and to pass the sellers by would not only be contrary 
to their own wishes but would give an appearance of Jewish mean 
ness or indifference which would be entirely undeserved. The Chief 
Rabbi's suggestion that the difficulty would be overcome if Jews sent 
a donation to the fund hardly meets the case. For one thing, the 
people of small means, who are the mainstay.of the collection, might 
shrink from handing in or posting their humble contributions, and, 
for another, they could not be expected to inform every poppy-seller 
they met that they had discharged their duty in this way--even if 
these young ladies could be relied upon to believe them, The only 
way out, therefore, is that Jews should buy the emblem To-Davy, 
Friday, at the local depdts, which we understand will be open, The 


attendants will be glad to attend to any purchasers. Need we say that 
we hope that our co-religionists will not only give, but give hand 


somely, to the utmost of their capacity? A moment's comparison of 
conditions in this country and in another land which we need not 


name, should be sufficient to set Jewish generosity going even a 


little more freely than usual, 
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Sir Oswald Mosley, Anti-Semite. 
Sir Oswald Mosley, the “Fiihrer” of the British Union of 
Fascists, has constantly proclaimed that Jew-baiting was no part of 
his movement. We accepted that statement in all good faith. 
? Now, however, under the heading, “Shall Jews Drag Britain to 
War? his organ, THe BLACKSHIRT, in its issue of November 4th, 
: changes the tone, and comes out with an undisguised call to 


war on the Jewish people. It has the wit to realise that some 


‘ explanation was necessary for this sudden change of front. It finds 
5 it in a tissue of nonsense and falsehoods, designed to establish the 
. insinuation contained in the headline to the article. “We have 
2 refused, says the paper, to attack Jewry in this country as a 
; body unless we had evidence that the Jews as an organised body 
within the State were pursuing an anti-British policy. But we have 
. always stated that where such evidence was available we should 


not hesitate to act. Now, in the light of recent events, we state 
deliberately that Jews are striving to involve Britain in war.” 
So, at long last, the British Union of Fascists finds itself com- 
pelled to enter the lists against them. It is an excuse that 
would not dupe an infant in a kindergarten. What is this 
“evidence that the Jews as an organised body are pursuing 
an anti-British policy?” The argument is involved, but appears 
to run as follows: The old gang of all parties, as well as 
the Government publicists, clamour for war with Germany. Why? 
Because Germany having suppressed the great Jewish interests 
which previously dominated her, and the Jews of this country 
having therefore launched a furious agitation ” which must end in 
war against her, the Jew-dominated Parfies and Press have no 
option but to obey their Jewish masters and demand war in their turn.

More Shechita Agitation. 

On January ist next, the Slaughter of Animals Act comes 
into force. This gives statutory exemption of the Jewish methot 
of slaughter from the use of a mechanical killer as prescribed in the 
Act. But, although the various local bodies have therefore no 
option in the matter, the discussions that have arisen in them 
have given rise to surprisingly numerous expressions of hostility 
towards Shechita. It two weeks alone, recently, something Nke 
fifteen reports of such speeches came into our hands, and it is 
evident that it would need little stimulus for these displays ot 
feeling to blow up into an unpleasant if not dangerous agita. 
tion. It will be remembered that the new Law is not obligatory 
as regards sheep, but action is contemplated to bring these 
animals under the'fprovisions of a new Act, and this may easily 
offec a new opportunity for misguided or mischievous fulminations 
against the Jewish practice. We need hardly say that any such out- 
ery would be extremely undesirable, especially in present sensitive 
conditions. in Germany, Shechita was employed as an extra means 
for fanning the anti-Jewish flames, and nobody wishes it to be put, 
as indeed it is already being put in certain publications, to the 
same use in this country. It is therefore up to the responsible 
parties in this country to bestir themselves in good time and to see 
to it that not only does the cause of Shechita not go without defence, 
but that the means now available for freeing the process from 
the only element that could invite criticism are used to the utmost 
yossible extent. This, however, we regres to say, is not being done. 
As our readers know, there are two casting pens in the market. To 
one of these—the Weinberg Pen—no less an authority than Professor 
Sir Frederick Hobday, Principal of the Royal Veterinary College, 
pays, in a letter to Mr. Weinberg, a glowing tribute. ~The 
Weinberg Pen,’ says Sir Frederick, has made the preliminary 
method of preparation more humane than that of the Chris- 
tian butcher,” and entitles its inventor to the everlasting 
gratitude of his co-religionists in every part of the world. The 
other Pen to which we refer—the Bieber—hasalso its acknowledged 
merits. Yet, although eleven Pens are in operation in London and 
three in the provinces, there are still a considerable number of 
towns which have not availed themselves of the instruments. It is 
no excuse to say that the poorer Communities cannot afford them, 
seeing that it is open to them to arrange for a supply of meat 
from a neighbouring Community which does use one of the 
machines. Mr. Elsley Zeitlyn (the Chairman of the Deputies’ Shechita 
Committee) who has been laudably active in the matter, toured 
the country last August and discussed with the local Congrega- 
tions the implications of the new Act, but there seems to 
be an unaccountable and reprehensible dilatoriness on the part 
of some responsible leaders in the Provinces. At a cost of 
only £1,200, the rights in the Bieber Pen could be bought outright 
for the whole country. Allowing an additional £300 for incidental 
charzes, the total outlay would be the not prohibitive one of £1,500, 
and the purchasers could then set themselves to manufacture 
the machine ia large numbers cheaply. Mr. Weinberg also has 
frequently stated his willingness to make financial concessions to 
small communities. It has been understood, moreover, that the 
Manchester Community was willing to partner other bodies in 
buying the Bieber machine, but the project hangs fire. Meanwhile, 
the Commission appointed, under the Act, to license Shochetim has 
got to work, and at Mr. Zeitlyn's suggestion, has not only resolved to 
withhold a license from a Shochet working for a Community not 
using a Pen, but has also resolved, by making the license regional, 
to render it impossible for a licensed Shochet to extend his services 


to a Congregation in this position. In short, everything seems to 


be in train for giving the widest possible employment to one or 
other of the two Pens, but nothing seems to disturb the obstinate 
complacency of some of the local Jewish authorities. What are they 
waiting for? The time for action is—now !

Obituary. 


Mr. LEO MOTZKIN (Paris). 


World Jewry has lost a truly national figure through the sudden 
death of Mr. Lao Motzkin who was born in the district of Kiev, 
Ukrain®, on Deseember 6t', 1857. In the Zionist movement, his 
positioa waz not oaly 
pre-eminent but 
uniqus Hs hal been 
in tho movement from 
its very inception and 
waz ons of ths few 
survivors who had par- 
ticipated in the first 
Zionist Congress con- 
venel by Herzi, and 
who hal alten led all 
the seventeen Con- 
grasses held since, 4 
man of wide intetests 
and of a brilliant brain, 
he distinguished him- 
self in mathematics as 
u student, and would 
certainly have gained 
eminence in the field of 
mathematics had he 
pursucl a scientific 
career. Instead, he 
threw himself heart 
un soul into Zionism 
and general Jewish 
activity. deep con- 
viction and able exposi- 
tion, he soon made his 
mark in the movement 
as a resourceful and 
helpfulcritic. He figured prominently, together with Dr. Weizmann, 
in the Democratic group which, among other things, emphasised 
the cultural aspect of Zionism. In this movement he was a 
conspicuous and almost inevitable figure and held the most 
honoured and important offices. He had been at one time a 
member of thea Zionist Executive: he was President of the Zionist 
General Council sines 1927; and was first acting Chairman and 
later President of the last seven Zionist Congresses. He was a 
member of the Political Committee appointed by the General Council 
to co-operate with the London Executive in the negotiations with 
the Cabinet Committee on the position arising out of the Passfield 
White Paper. His receptiva mind, his debating powers, his 

intimate knowledge of details and his high sense of duty made his 
position authoritative. Hs belonged to the so-called General 
Zionists,’ but he enjoyed the confidences of practically all parties in 
the movement. Mr. Motzkin’s interests and activities were far from 
being confine! to Zionism. He looked upon the general Jewish 
position from the Zionist angle, and believed that every Jewish 
question in the Diaspora constituted an integral pars of the major 
Jewish national problem. A native of Russia, he naturally occupied 
himself with the Jewish position in that country; and his works 
m the pogroms under the Tsar, published several decades ago. 
‘ontained the most exhaustive material on that subject. More 
familiar was his untiring activity in connection with Jewish 
National rights in different countries, the Minority problem. tho 
question of Jewish relief. the German-Jewish problem, the World 
Jewish Congress, etc. He was President of the “Comité des 
Delegations Juives,’ which was engaged in the above-enumerated 
activities. He was its vital spirit; the Comité was Motzkin, and 
Motzkin was the Comité; he was its brain, its heart and its soul. 
Day and night Motzkin was at work. Nominally he lived in 
Paris, but he was invariably on the way to Geneva or London, to 
zorlin or some other city where his service was required for the 
Zionist or other Jewish cause. After three weeks of arduous work at 
Prague last August as President of the Zionist General Council and of 
the Eighteenth Congress, he hurried to Geneva in connection with 
the World Jewish Conference; thence to Berne in relation to the 
question of Minorities, aud again to Geneva to co-operate with the 
Jewish delegations.

Dr. LUDWIG TIETZ (Berlin). 

The death is announced of Dr. Ludwig Tietz, the leader of the 
Jewish Youth Movement in Germany, who passed away on Saturday 
in Berlin at the early age of thirty-seven. A member of the famous 
family which founded the great Tietz department stores all over 
Germany, the deceased was in the medical profession and enjoyed a 
great reputation as a lung specialist. He was Vice-President of 
the Central Union of German Citizens of the Jewish Faith and 


Executive Director of the all-German Central Committee for Jewish 
Aid and Construction, 


— — 


The news of the death of Dr. Ludwig Tietz has come as a shock to all 
who are concerned with the relief of German Jewry. He was the soul and 
the fire of the movement within German Jewry for the readjustment and 
the reconstruction of life. He was one of the three secretaries of the 
Zentralausschuss für Hilfe und Aufbau, but it is no reflection upon his 
colleagues to say that he was the master mind and the driving force. He 
was consumed, as it were, by a burning flame which would give him 
no vest until a chance of life had been furnished for the tens of 
thousands of the young Jewish generation in Germany. He was a 
born leader, a man who lived since the crisis for one cause; the saving 
of his people in the hardest struggle which a peoplé can have to wage, 
ajainst degradation and the loss of human dignity. Ie would not 
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let them be passive and he wasted no effort in protest and complaint. 
The Jew must readjust himself to the facts, be trained to a new economia 
hasis, become a productive worker. In face of the harshost circumstanco 
Tietz remained cheerfal and dynamic. I saw him during the last months 
at work in Germany and out of Germany. In Berlin, in London, in Paris 
and at The Hague, he turned night into day, so that he might give every 
one of the twenty-four hours to some service for German Jewry. The 
last time we were together was in Paris in September. He arrived 
by air in the evening; he talked and worked with several of us 
till midnight: when we went to sleep, he went to see some Chalutzim. 
The next morning he was at it again before breakfast. He was leaving 
by air for Berlin, and the day after flew to Stockholm, The Chalutz move- 
ment among the German Jewish youth was largely his creation. Its 
membership had grown from 500 in 1930 to 5,000 in May of this year, and 
to 15,000 today. It is already training thousands of young Jews and 
Jewesses for a life on the land and for skilled industry and manual work. 
Tietz had the conviction that Palestine was the country of Jewish 
regeneration, but he knew that the whole problem of German Jewry 
could not be solved there, and he was concerned to build up a healthier 
economic life in Germany itself and in other lands. German Jewry has 
under his inspiration given tothe Jewries outside an example of united 
effort for reconstruction and relief. It was Tietz’s fire that soldered 
together the diverse clements, his energy which made it act, his vision 
which gave it even hope. If ever a hero of action was produced by the 
need of a man, one who was determined to snatch blessing from apparent 
disaster, it was this young doctor. I believe he knew himself to be a sick 
man, but he never passed a thought to that. He taxed his strength to 
the last onnce and beyond: and he died, as he bad lived every moment 
since the trouble brewed—for his people. It is for Jewry outside Germany 
to carry on his work for the rehabilitation of the German jewish youtn ; 
his spirit will be with those who have worked with him, still to inspire 
and to call to united effort. N. B.

A most gracious lady passed away on Tuesday in the person of 
Mrs. B. S. Jacobs, who was in her eightieth year. The deceased, 
whose maiden name was Isobel Kisch, was. born in Sprowston, near 
Norwich, and was a member of an old Spanish and Portugaese family 
which came over to England in the early 17th century. After her 
marriage, she came to reside in Hull (her husband's birthplace), and 
immediately entered into communal activities. From that day to 
within recent months, when her health failed her, she was unremit- 
ting in her efforts on behalf of the poor and the distressed, and in 
the furtherance of the education of thé young. Her activities were 
manifold ; for close on sixty years did this noble lady devote the 
bounteous gifts of her heart and mind to the service of her fellow- 
men, both Jewish and non-Jewish, in Hull, She was Chairman of the 
Board of Management of the Hebrew Girls’ School, President of the 
zonevolent Society, Founder and President of the Union of Jewish 
Women, Vice-President of the National Council of Women, Hon. Presi- 
dent of the Ladies’ Committee of the Board of Guardians and of the 
local Palestine Women and Children's Welfare Society, was one of the 
first workers on the Hull Créches Committee; a member for nearly 
forty years of the Jubilee District Nurses’ Association; worked 
indefatigably for the Jewish Guild and the Sewing Circle, and served 
on the Committee of the Vigilance Society. One can indeed say 
of the late Mrs. Jacobs that she lived for her people, and often she 
denied herself in order to help those in need. Her noble work will 
be a monument to her memory. A host of relatives and frends 
will mourn her loss, and sympathise with her son Bethel, and 
daughter Louise and grandsons.

our response solely to measures to overcome the immediate difficulty.

Anything is better than 
aimless and thoughtless drift, or makeshift plans for sudden emer- 
gencies.

EXTENSIVE CANCELLATION OF JEWISH CITIZENSHIP 


Jews Permitted to Vote—for Hitler 


DECLINE OF THE UNIVERSITIES 


Immediate Result of Excluding Jews 


THE MOCK ELECTION. 
Jews Not to be Molested at the Polls! 


Some weeks ago we received information that the German 
Government was preparing legislation to regularise and codify the 
legal status of German Jewry. The Central Executive of German 
Jews (the recently formed representative body) has now submitted 
n memorandum to the Government asking for the removal of 
“ ambiguities and contradictions,’ and the events of the last week 
seem to indicate that Governmental recognition of the Jews 
us a race relegated to an inferior position in the State Inas 
not be far away. German eus are to be recognised as 
citizens for a few minutes on November 12th in order that the; 
may vote for Hitler in the mock election, but this right is 
not to be taken as a precedent for the future.” Nor is the Minister 
of the Interior's order that no Jew shall be molested at the 
polls likely to be taken as a precedent, Incidentally this is u 
curious order to come from a Government that still insists that no 
Jew ever has been molested. The Central Executive of German 
Jows has taken the diplomatic course of advising all Jews to vote for 
Hitler, making it clearin this advice that the vote is on foreign policy: 
They have issued the following circular : Together with the entire 
German people we Jews also are called upon as citizens to give our 
vote on the present policy of the Reich Government. We are called 
upon to declare for the equality of Germany among the nations, the 
reconciliation of the nations and the peace of the world. In spite 
eth of all that we have to suffer the vote of the German Jews can 
only be Les. One feels inclined to substitute because for 
in spite.“ 

Winter Relief for Jews. 

A more material recognition is the grant of winter relief to 
Jews. This concession ts the result of a direct order by Hitler. 
Jewish contributions to the Winter Relief Campaign have so far 
been extremely small and it was pointed out to the administration 
of the campaign that this might have some connection with. the 
practice of refusing relief to Jewish applicants. In the hope that 
Jewish contributions will exceed the amounts paid out in relief to 
Jews, Jewish oflicials are now to be. stationed in each district to 
deal with Jewish applications. We understand that the system is 
already working in Berlin, but it has not yet spread to the small 
provincial towns where fourteen years’ anti-Semitic propaganda 
has sunk deeper. 

Der Kampf of Dr. Tietz. 

The Federal Government Commissioner for Youth last Friday 
informed the Jewish Youth Association that the Government would 
recognise the Association as the representative body of the Jewish 
Youth movement and would negotiate with it whenever necessary. 
The official recognition empowers the Executive of the Association 
to issue special identification cards to the local Jewish organisations 
throughout the country and these credentials are to be recognised 
by local authorities, who are instructed to protect the members, 
particularly in isolated provincial towns, from molestation by local 
Nazis and “ unauthorised police interference.” (But of course there 
has not been any!) This concession is the achievement of Dr. 


Ludwig Tietz, the leader of the Jewish Youth movement and one of 


the most active workers in German-Jewish life since the third 
Reich. On the day following the announcement of this concession 
(Saturday) Dr. Tietz died. He was thirty-seven years of age and 
died suddenly of baemorrhage. Fuller particulars of his gallant 
struggle against Nazism will be found in our obituary columns. 


Of the manner of his death we have been unable as yet to obtain 
satisfactory confirmation. 


Mass Cancellation of Citizenship. 

These governmental acts of recognition of the Jews do not 
unfortunately justify the flimsiest hope that the tide of persecution 
is turning; they merely suggest that it is being regularised. For 
there now comes news from all parts of the country that the 
German citizenship not only of Jews from Eastern Europe but also 
of those who are German-born is being cancelled on a large scale. A 
secret order to this effect appears to have been issued, for thousands 
of Jews, including many who have lived in Germany for as 
long as fifty years, and such as were born in Germany of naturalised 
parents, have been ordered by the police to hand over their pass- 
ports and exchange them for stateless." documents. The pretext 
given is that though they have been residing in Germany since 


many years before the War, or were even born there, yet they fall 
under the category of those whose citizenship is to be cancelled, as 
they only obtained their naturalisation after the War. This new 
interpretation of the Government decree presents a serious menace 
to countless German Jews. Among those whose citizenship has been 
withdrawn this week is a well-known leader of German-Jewry, 
whose name cannot be mentioned. He has lived in Germany for 
over fifty vears, and for many years was the President of one of the 
largest Jewish Communities in Germany as well as of the local 
B'nai B'rith Lodge. Another is a Jew of Russo-Polish origin who 
has lived in Heidelberg for twenty-seven years and was naturalised 
in 1917. During the War he was a volunteer in the Medical Service 
and later joined the Air Force. Many tragedies are reported of 
families for whom this sudden withdrawal of citizenship means 
complete ruin. Some of them have lived in Germany for three 
generations. 
The Aryan Paragraph. 

The Prussian Press Bureau announces that new investigations 
have been ordered regarding the Aryan origin of Judges to make 
certain that no Judges of Jewish origin have been over'ooked. 
Judges are now required to submit particulars of their ancestry as 
far back as 1800. An additional twenty-two non-Aryan lawyers 
have been prohibited from practising. One of them, Dr. Werthauer, 
has also been deprived of his citizenship, his parents being Ostjuden 
who came to Germany about fifty years ago. Others are the 
Magistrate (Landesqcericitrat) Dr. Paul Jakoby, Dr. Hirschfeld and 
De. Kronheim. Dr. Lowenstein has been forced to resign from his 
post as President of the German Society of Education and Science 
in favour of an Aryan. | 

Jewish Professor Recalled. 

These things, however, have their disadvantages and the first 
case of a Jewish professor being urgently recalled to a University, 
after having been dismissed from his post as a Jew, occurred last 
week, when the University of Berlin suddenly called upon 
Professor Eugen Mittwoch to resume the Chair of Oriental Studies. 
Professor Mittwoch is one of the most prominent Jews in 
Germany. Following his dismissal from the University, ha 
devoted his whole time to Jewish relief work. His sudden 
reinstatement is explained by the fact that the University of 
Berlin, which is known for its strong anti-Jewish attitude, could 
not find anyone in Germany fit to take his place. It was therefore 
faced with the alternative of abolishing the Chair of Oriental and 
Semitic studies, or inviting him back to the post which he had held 
for many years. The difficulty of finding qualified scientists to take 
the place of dismissed Jewish professors is proving a problem not 
only to the University of Berlin, but to practically all the Univer- 
sities in Germany. This became clear soon after the beginning of 
the new term, when many students, including even Nazis, began to 
complain that the new Professors who had taken the places of the 
dismissed Jews, had not the necessary qualifications for their posts. 
We understand from reliable sources that the Ministry of Education 


is flooded with complaints against the new professors and is seriously 


considering reinstating at least those Jewish professors who fall 
under the category of war veterans, and against whom the Aryan 
paragraph, therefore, does not apply. 

Thanking the ex-Soldier. 

The exception of ex-soldiers from the application of the Aryan 
paragraph is easily evaded. The Berlin Labour Court has just dealt 
with the case of a wounded Jewish ex-soldier who was dismissed 
from a private firm owned by Nazis. The employee invoked his war 
service as a ground for setting the dismissal aside, whereupon the 
employers alleged that he was (how strange!) opposed to the Nazi 
regime. The Court ruled that the firm was justified in dismissing 
an opponent of the Government. 

The new Organisation of German Iron Merchants has resolved 
that no Jew shall hold office or serve on the Committee of the 
Organisation. In contrast, the comparatively insignificant Central 
Union of Invalid and Widow Workers has joined the Nazi Labour 
Front with the proviso that its Jewish members shall not be 
expelled or deprived of benefit. The chocolate manufacturers, 
Lindt and Sprüngli, have announced to their customers that they 
are absolutely judenrein, both as regards capital and employees. 


Dr. Schmitt's Challenge. 


Dr. Schmitt, the non-Nazi Reich Minister of Economics, 
has issued another order, more specific and therefore easier to 
enforce than his previous orders. This prohibits the issue 
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und the display of signs to distinguish between Jewish and 
Aryan firms. It has for some time been the practice of the 
Nazi Party itself to issue such signs, and this order therefore 
amounts to a direct challenge tothe Nazi leadership. We learn that 
Jewish firms im Berlin are gradually being patronised again, 
especially since it has become known that Jews are to be allowed to 
vote in the forthcoming mock election. The right to vote for the 
beloved leader sets a certain cachet of respectability among a 
people whose national ideology is so frail and susceptible that the 
Government of National’ Reconstruction has had to “ discourage 
the popular song ~ Lazybones” in case it should undermine the 
national morale. 
Hitler on the Refugees. 

At an election meeting at Weimar, Hitler referred tothe london 
Conference for the Relief of German Jewry, and said: “ We were 
greatly relieved to hear that 60,000 Jewish refugees from German) 
are now abroad. It was with great pleasure that we learnt of the 
high number of undesirables who have already left Germany, and 
we have no doubt that this number will considerably increase iu 
the near future.” As in his address at the Sport Palace in Berlin 
he described the refugees as fugitives from German justice, and 
alleged that the Nazi Party did not persecute people who thought 
differently from themselves, buf, on the contrary, tried to enlighten 


them and bring them round to their views. No political 
opponent of the Nazi regime, ly said, ly is anv reason te 


political views are at variance with the present regime, but for 
other reasons. He disclaimed the den that those who had left the 
country were political refugees, and described them as criminals. 
At Eibing in Hast Prussia on sunday, Hitler qualitied these 
sweeping statements with mathematical precision, after no doub' 
“ verifying his references with the caution of true statesmanship. 
There were 64,000 refugees, he said, of whom only about 1 per cent. 
are really political. Most of the others have been unable to remain 
in Germany because their business methods have been discovered 

Part of the ceremony during Hitler's visit to Weimar consisted of 
the reading of an anti-Jewish paper presented to Bismarck in 187%. 
It is curious that Bismarck seems to have been uninfluenced by it. 

Non-Aryan Christians. 

Non-Aryan Christians are increasingly in the picture. The 
Government has recognised the Association of German Christians of 
non-Aryan Ancestry, which has just held a gigantic meeting in Berlin 
attended by representatives of the Government, the Nazi Party, and 
the Catholic and Protestant Churches: The President, Her: 
Guenther Alexander-Katz, said: Our first objective is to reveal to 
the Government the enormous number of Germans who are con 
tiddered to be.non-Arvans under the new laws (anti-Jewish), and, 
secondly, to relreve econom:c and moral suffering.” The numbers 
of non-Aryan Christians are variously estimated at anything between 
two and six million, and the organisation will be required to submit 
u list of all its members to the Gestapo (Secret State Police). 

The full text is now available of the opinion? (Gutachten) of 
the Erlangen Theological Faculty on the problem of whether German 
Christians of Jewish Ancestry are eligible for Church offices. The 
Erlangen Professors remind their readers at the outset that 10 
human being, and assuredly no race, is to be excluded from the 
brotherhood of believers. “~The Apostle tells us that all who have 
aecepted the faith are one in Christ. Ia union with Him there is 
in God's sight no difference between Jews and non-Jews. Let the 
union of all Christians as children of God does not aholisih brological 
and social differences > but rather confirms the place of each 
individual in the calling wherein he was called’ (1 Cor. vii, 20). The 
biological link with adistinctive people, which fate will not permit us 
toescape,must be recognisedby the Christian, bothinthought and act. 

. « ». The German people, to-day more than ever, feel the Jewish 
population in their midst as a foreign element in the community. 
‘They think that their own distinctive life is threatened by emanci- 
pated Judaism, and they defend theinselves against that danger by 
exceptional legislative regulations. In the struggle for the renewed 
existence of our people, the new State excludes from leading offices 
men of Jewish or half-Jewish origin. The Church must admit that 
the State has a fundamental right to adopt such legal measures. 
She herself, in the present situation, is conscious that a new task 
has been laid upon her—that of being the National Church of the 
Germans.’ The admission of persons of Jewish descent to Otlicig! 
posts would be “a heavy burden and hindrance” to the Church's 
work to-day. “The Church must, therefore. require that Jewish 
Christians shall not be admitted to office... Their full membership in 
the German Evangelical Church is in no way disputed or circum. 
scribed. Their position resembles precisely that of other members 
who do not fulfil the requirements for admission to official places.“ 
The Erlangen judgment never refers at any point to the persecu- 
tion which the Jews are suffering under Nazi rule. It is 
not for us to say whether the Theological Faculty has rightly 
interpreted the teachings of the Jew Jesus and of his 
Jewish Apostles. Those who are interested will find a fuller 
exposition of the Faculty's judgment in last week's British WEEKLY. 
Perhaps, however, the world is under a misapprehension, for the 
BOERSENBLATT FUER DEN DEUTSCHEN BUCHHANDEL (Publisher's 
Review), announces the third edition ok The Family of Jesus,” by 
Dr. Emil Jung.

In the hope of increasing its depleted revenue, the Berlin Jewish 
Community has decided” to introduce a special tax on Jewish 
capitalists emigrating abroad, and to impose an additional 30 per 
cent. tax upon the Jewish population. Reports reaching Berlin 
from provincial Communities show that most of them are utterly 
ruined and are unable to maintain their institutions any longer. 
Their revenue has become almost non-existent as a result of the 
impoverishment of the wealthy Jews, or their departure abroad or 
to the larger German cities, and the rapidly increasing number of 
those who are compelled to apply for relief.

CAPTAIN WEBBER'S ORGANISATION. 


Boycotters Roll of Honour. 


Helping to Transfer Industries to Britain. 


\t a private conference of former importers of German goods 
called by Capt. Webber's British Boycott Organisation, it was 
resolved that a Council should be formed under the auspices of the 
Organisation, to be known as the Allied Trades Boycott Council. 
The members of the Council have pledged themselves under a 
covenanted penalty not to have any commercial dealings with 
Germany whatsoever until full citizen rights are restored to 
German Jews. : 

It was decided that the Council compile a Boycotters Roll of 
Honour which should include the names of all firms which are boy 
cotting German goods, the names on the Roll to be advertised from 
time to time in the press. 

Already a number of German Jewish manufacturers, working 
in close touch with Capt. Webber's Organisation, are engaged in the 
preliminary steps for establishing factories in Great Britain so as 
to transfer their activities to this country and it is anticipated that 
substantial amount of employment for British workers will result. 
In the majority of cases the articles to be manufactured have not 
hitherto been produced in this country. The Allied Trades Council, 
being composed of former importers from Germany, is rendering 
valuable assistance in this work. 

Several German Jewish manufacturers have sent representatives 
to Captain Webber's organisation seeking to obtain an agreement not 
to oppose Jewish firms continuing to trade with them. They were 
interviewed by Captain Webber, who informed them that his organisa- 
tion would most emphatically not countenance any trading with 
Germany by Jews even though the firms in Germany were Jewish. 
He pointed out that such trading must benefit incidentally the Hitler 
regime and so prolong the present antt.Jewish repression in Germany, 


North-West London Section Formed. 


MEETING IN GOLDERS GREEN. 

An enthustastie meeting was held oa Tuesday at the Golders 
Green Synagogue Hall under the joint auspices of the Union of 
Young: Israel Societies (North-West Area Committee) and Capt. 
Webber's Organisation, when Captain Webber delivered an address. 

The Rev. I. Livingstone, Minister of the Synagogue, who pre- 
sided, said that.the boycott must command the sympathy of both 
Jews and non-Jews.

Laski, but as an admirer of his great work, because he happened to 
know something about that work. Had there been a Government 
in Germany of human beings, the efforts of the Board would have 
been crowned with success long before now. In connection with 
the boycott, Captain Webber said they knew that the efforts which 
they had made in England had positively resulted in the daily 
deterioration of the economic position of Germany. Every dav the 
number of unemployed was increasing, and although this fact u as u 
tragedy, it was the only thing that would result in a saner policy 
being adopted in Germany. Referring to the newly established 
Jewish Representative Council, Capt. Webber maintained that it

PRINCE BISMARCK ON THE JEWS.

SIR ROBERT WALEY COHEN AND NAZI “INFERIORITY.” 

Sir Robert Waley Cohen presided on Tuesday evening at a lecture 
given to the Harcourt Literary and Social Club, 29, Stamford Hill, N., by 
Mr. W. L. Tietz (a Jewish refugee and a son of the founder of the famous 
German stores) on The Departmental Store in Germany.” 

In the course of a discussion on the lecture, the Chairman said it was 
a comforting reflection to us in this country that the Englishman did not 
feel himself so inferior to his Jewish fellow-countryman that he had to 
resort to the methods which the German apparently thought necessary. 
There must be an inferiority in the German race, if they found themselves 
unable to stand open competition with their Jewish fellow-countrymep, 
and had to resort to terrible methods to protect themselves. They need 
not, he thought, have been afraid. ‘The Jews in Germany had an 
extremely good record in their contributions to the civilisation of their 
country. Many of those fine achievements which had been known to the 
world as German, we now kuew to have been Jewish. In the economic 
world mistakes could not be made with impunity, and the present German 
régime were making a colossal economic blunder. It wis to be hoped 
they might discover the error of their ways before it was too late and, in 
some way, begin to retrace the r stops. 

Mr. W. L. Tir traced, in his lecture, the historical development 
of recent civilisation from the French Revolution leading tothe rise of the 
middle classes, the small traders and the department stores. Coming to 
the advent of the Nat onal Socialist Government, he said it was interest- 
ing to note that the department store, which institution had in it sucha 
strong socialistic element, had been chosen for attack. Feeling against 
the stores had grown until recently there came a re-action—the Ministry 
of Trade advising people to patronise Department Stores as before, while 
the Ministry of Propaganda vigorously opposed this advice.

How The Nazis Work.

Systematic Espionage and Terrorism. 


A NATIONAL DANGER. 
(Krom our Correspondent...New York.) 

The tremendous Nazi activity in the U.S. ., which is being 
gradually brought to light, is now recognised not merely as a 
danger to Jews but as a danger to American institutions, as the 
investigation being undertaken by Congressman Dickstein shows. 


The extent of it is only now beginning to be realised. 


The AMERICAN HEBREW claims that some of the largest German. 


commercial houses in the United States are partly or wholly engaged 
iu actively spreading Nazi propaganda. Exactly how the Nazi 
agents intended to work has been revealed by the Ridder Brothers, 
the publishers of the German-American STAATS-ZEITUNG, who were 
at first in sympathy with the Nazi programme but recently attacked 
the spreading of Nazi principles and denouneed Heinz Spanknoebel. 
the Nazi leader in America. Spanknoebel’s group, they state, 
propose a programme of terrorisation for the thousands of German 
citizens under their rule. German-Americans had been forced to 
support the Nazis by the threat that if they did not subscribe to the 
Hitler programme and actively work for Nazi interests, their relatives 
in Germany would suffer. 

Meanwhile, scores of Nazi propagandists have been smuggled into 
the United States either as sailors or, according to Mr. Dickstein, as 
servants ostensibly accredited toGerman consulates. The American 
Jewish Congress states that a communication recently appeared in 
the official Nazi DievuTscner SREMANN in which a letter addressed to 
the Editor of the New York Evenxixa Post reviling the Jews, is 
presented as the editorinl opinion of that paper, in spite ef the fact 
that the EveNxinG Post has. been outspoken in its opposition to the 
persecutions. The American Jewish Congress further claims that 
Count Von Luckner, the German.” seadeyil,’ who is coming to 
America Ostensibly on a lecture tour, is actually to become head of 
the Nazi propaganda staff in the United States, replacing Erich 
Weigand, the present head. 


Elaborate Spy System. 

A widespread system of espionage has been’ set up by the 
American Nazi organisation with centres in ten large cities. 
German-Americans are spied upon in beer gardens and if they are 
caught casting aspersions on the Hitler regime, they are promptly 
reported with a view to action against relatives in Germany. ‘There 
is also said to be a spy system among German and Russian servant 
girls in Jewish homes, whose duty is to spy upon their employers and 
report anti Hitler activity with a view to reprisals against relatives 
in Germany. Another eSpionage system is said to be directed 
against American writers who are unfriendly to the Nazi regime. 
Their pseudonyms are ferreted out; their family histories 
ransacked with a view to:diseovering the whereabouts of relatives, 
ifin Germany, for the purpose of reprisals. 

One of the most startling aspects of this espionage system is 
niliegedly the organisation of a White Russian Division, said to be 
led by the Russian Theremin. This organisation is said to be 
collaborating with the White Russian storm troops in Germany, 
‘There have also been instances of the terrorisation by Nazis of 
Jewish merchants who have advocated the boycott. The AMERICAN 
HEBREW states that storm troopers are being trained in New Jersey 
us part of the Nazi Organisation. 

Nazi Leader in Hiding. 

The Federal Grand Jary has now opened its investigations 
into the activities of Heinz Spanknoebel, against whom a warrant 
has been issued. Spanknoebel is in hiding, although itis known 
that he has not yet left the United States. In a letter to the 
President of the League of Friends of the New Germany, he states 
that he will never return to the United States once he gets out of 
the country, as he cannot expect justice from Jewish judges.” 


A Rabbi. a Cathol'c Priest and a Protestant Minister are shortly to 
tour the United States, under the auspices of the National Conference of 
Jews and Christians, in an endeavour to break down racial and religious 
intolerance.

CHASSIDIM DEMONSTRATE AGAINST SABBATH-BREAKERS. 


| From Correspondent. WARSAW. | 


Last week was a slirring and unusual one for Jewish parties of 
every shade of opinion. It began with agreat parade of Jabotinsky's 
military. organisation, the “Brith Hachail.” On the news of the 
Palestine disturbances, 3.000 brown-uniformed Jewish ex soldiers. 
who had come to the rst Brith Hachail Conference from all parts 
of Poland, marched through the streets of Warsaw in military 
formation. Thousands of Jews lined the pavements, while trafic 
was at a Standstill. Led by officers on horseback, the ex-soldiers 
marched to the grave of the “Unknown . Polish Warrior,” 
on which the officers placed a wreath. A huge military display 
and review by Jabotinsky in person was also held at one of 
the military grounds before an audience of 8,000. Despite the 
depression, some people paid as much asa pound for a seat. In the 
evening, a gala performance was given in the Jewish theatre. All 
would have ended well were it nat for some fights which occurred 
between Jabotinsky's followers and members of the Bund 
und other Left parties, resulting ina number of and arrests, 
The parade also provoked the anger of the anti-Semites, who used 
the occasion for accusing Jews of militarism. 

There has also been a great demonstration in Warsaw by the 
Suomrei Sabbath” organisation. ‘The occasion was the building 


of a Shtible (House of Praver), with a special section for the 


Tsadik of Ger when he visits Warsaw. When all was finished, if 
was discovered that one of the Namn a Jew, did not fully observe 
the Sabbath, and a number of the Chassidim demanded the demoli- 
tion of the entire building. As a result, some 1,000 Jews in long 
dark gowus marched through the streets of Warsaw calling on Jews 
to keep the Sabbath and forcing many Jewish shops to close on Frida; 
night. In some cases, the police had to protect refractory Jewish 
shop-keepers from the wrath of the demonstrators. 

Controversy has also been raging in the ranks of the Orthodox 
Agudat on the question of a successor to Rabbi Shapiro, of 
Lublin, and also on the question of the future of the Yeshivot. 4 
similar controversy among Deputy Griinbaum’s party as to his 
successor, ended in the selection of ex-Deputy Hartglass.

Jewish Cemetery Desecrated. 
— 

The desecration of the Jewish cemetery of the frontier town of 
Hohenau and the explosion of a bomb in a Synagogue ima Vienna 
suburb are believed to be the first steps in a widespread Nazi 
campaign of terror against Jewish institutions, . Tlie police, sharing 
this suspicion, have railed various Nazi centres. 

In the Jewish cemetery of Hohenau, the Nazis demolished or 
overturned fifty-eight tombstones and painted them with Swastikas, 
trampled on flower beds, tore up shrubs and young trees bordering 
paths, smashed the windows of the chapel, and threw broken 
memorial tablets over the cemetery walls. The Roman Catholic 
authorities have voiced their abhorrance to the local Jewish Com- 
munity and have also condemned the sacrilege from the pulpit. 

The explosion in the Vienna Synagogue did no damage, it is 
learnt, as the bomb exploded not in the building itself, but in the 
garden fronting the Synagogue.

From Mr. P. A. LEVINSON. 
To the Editor of Tun Jewish CHRONICLE. 


Sir,—Whzy is it that one finds members of the Board of Deputies 
—men of ability, standing and character—declaring that they 
cousider attendance at the general meetings a waste of time and 
that they mean not to seek re-election ? Why is it that, in fact, there 
is a wide difference in despatch and usefulness between the quiet 
work of the Committees and the wordy debates in general meeting? 

Merely to put the questions may do some good, and one who has been 
a Deputy for some years and does not often address the Deputies may be 
permitted to ask them and to suggest the answers. 

It is certainly not the President's fault. He prasides with admirable 
skill, dignity and consummate patience. Most of the members show 
restraint and have come to listen or to speak only when they have somc- 
thing useful to say. Yet the meotings are unsatisfactory and I for one put 
the blame in these three quarters: 1. A few members exercise their right 
to speech too often and too copiously, It happens that they are mostly 
speakers of a rare fluency, sometimes eloquence. This, unfortunately, 
emphasises the evil; for there is no stopping them when they have steam 
up. Asa general rule, their attitude to all questions as they ar.se is 
known in advance. They cannot realise that they are inflicting them- 
selves on their audience with their “damnable iteration.” More restraint, 
therefore, on the part of those Deputies who to their own knowledge speak 
most often and most lengthily would be a boon. 

2. Some Deputies seem to be in permanent opposition, and cannot 
adjust themselves to their minority position. They cavil and oppose. 
They are, of course, entitled to free speech but not more of it than is 
necessary, jast because it is free. ; 

3. Other Deputies have developed the habt of joining in debate 
without having anything to say which has not alveady been said, or which 
would be better unsaid. Spontaneiiy is not often a virtue in the Deputies. 
It has often struck me how much more wisdom there is among the 
listeners than in the spokesmen. Here, again, there is a case for more 
restraint. 

There is an abundancs of ability at the meetings and yet the debates 
are mostly sound and fury signifying nothing. The ventilation of 
feelings is all very well, but becomes tiresome to the feelings of others. 
The work in Committee is done efficiently. The usual course at the 
meetings is a spate ef speeches, long and short (mostly long), good, bal 
and indifferent mostly indifferent), whenever any debatable point appears, 
with the eventual adoption of the Committee’s report. 

Perhaps the fault lies in the conception of the Deputies as a Parliament. 
if it were regarded wot as a debating house, but as an assembly with 
deliberative work to do, as a Committee avd not as a Senate, it would be 
more ¢éflicicnt and more congenial to Deputies who value their time. 48 
it is, just as the permanent Civil Servants save the British Constitation, 
so the Officers and permanent Committees save the Board of Deputics,

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Wasting Time at Deputies Meetings. 
— — 


A Plea to Speakers. 


From Mr. P. A. LEVINSON. 
To the Editer of Tun JBWISH CHRONICLE. 


Sin.—Why is it that one finds members of the Board of Deputies 
men of ability, standing and character—declaring that they 
cousider attendance at the general meetings a waste of time and 
that they mean not to seek re-election ? Why is it that, in fact, there 
is a wide difference in despatch and usefulness between the quiet 
work of the Committees and the wordy debates in general meeting? 
Merely to put the questions may do some good, and one who has been 
a Deputy for some years and does not often address the Deputies may be 
permitted to ask them and to suggest the answers. 

It is certainly not the President's fault. He pre sides with admirable 
skil!, dignity and consummate patience. Most of the members show 
restraint and have come to listen or to speak only when they have Som- 
thing useful to say. Yet the mectings are unsatisfactory and I for one put 
the blame in these three quarters: 1, A few members exercise their right 
to speech too often and too copiously. It happens that they are mostly 
speakers. of a rare finency, sometimes eloquence. This, unfortunately, 
emphasises the evil; for there is no stopping them when they have steam 
up. As a general rule, their attitude to all questions as they ar.se is 
known in advance. ‘They cannot realise that they are inflicting them 
selves on their audience with their “ damnable iteration.” More restraint, 
therefore, on the part of those Deputies who to their own knowledge speak 
most often and most lengthily would be a boon. 

2. Some Deput es seem to be in permanent opposition, and cannot 
adjust themselves to their minority position. They cavil and oppose. 
They are, of course, entitled to free speech but not more of it than is 
necessary, just because it is free. 

3. Other Deputies have developed the hab.t of joining in debate 
without having anything to say which has' not already been said, or, which 
would be better unsaid, Spontaneity is not often a virtue in the Deputies. 
It has often struck me how much more wisdom there is among the 
listerers than in the spokesmen, lere, acnin, there is a case for more 
restraint. 

There is an abundance? of ability at the meetings and vet the debates 
are mostly “sound and fury signifying nothing.” The ventilation of 
feel.ngs is all very well, bat becomes tircsome’to the feelings of others. 


The worx in Committee is done efficiently The usual course at the 
meetings is a spats of ches, long and short (mostly longi, good, bal 


and indifferent (mostly indifferent), whenever mh) debatahl point Appears, 
with the eventual adoption of the Committee's report. 

Perhaps the fault lies in the conception of the Deputies as a Parliament. 
if it were regarded not as a debating house, but as an assembly with 
deliberative work to do, as a Committes and not as a Senate, it would be 
more efficient and more congenial to Deputies who value their time. 45 
it is, just as the permanent Civil Servants save the British Constitution, 
so the Officers and permanent Committees save the Board of Deputics,

She was 
also sure that they would recognise the services of all those who 
assisted in the work of distribution and who devoted themselves to 
helping the poor not only of that district but all over London. 

Dayan Dr. FELDMAN, in proposing a vote of thanks to Lady 
Erleigh, expressed the hope that her presence and her inspiring 
address would help to enlist the financial aid of which that Charity 
was so much in need. Dr. Feldman said it was hardly necessary to 
speak of the human and sacred nature of the work that was being 
done by the Fund in providing sustenance and maintenance in very 
critical periods.

PALESTINE PROBLEMS. 

A Conference of the Agudat Israel World Organisation was held 
on Sunday at the Melchett Memorial Hall of the Commercial Road 
Talmud Torah, Christian Street, E., and was attended by a gathering 
which was representative not oaly of Jewish Orthodoxy in London 
and the Provinces, but also of Agudat Associations on the Continent. 

Mr. H. A. GoopmAn, Political Secretary of the Organisation. 
occupied the Chair, and opened the Conference by 
Counsellor of Embassy Zaranski., 
Ambassador. 

Mr. ZARANSKI said he had been instructed by the Ambassado) 
to convey to the Conference his wishes for the successful develoy 
ment of its activities and also to extend a cordial welcome to Sejm 
Deputy Mincberg of Poland. The Polish Government viewed with 
great appreciation the work carried out by the Agudain the religions 
educational and economic spheres. 


welcoming

The Government were thankfu! 
to Polish Jewry for its substantial response to the appeal for an 
internal national loan, 

Deputy Le MINCRERG expressed. in Polish, the thanks of the 
Conference for the Ambassador's message. and went on to tell of the 
Aguda’s work for Poland and for Palestine. The Land of Israel. le 
said, would, without the Torah, be a mockery. 

Messages of encouragement to the Conference were read from 
Aguda organisations in Zurich, Warsaw and Jerusalem, from Davan 
Hillman (for whose recovery from his illness the gathering expressed 
its hopes), the Adath Yisroel Congregation, the Mayor of Stepney. 
Sir Isidore Salmon, M.P., Mes. Flora Sassoon and Messrs. Otto 
Schiff. Herbert Loewe and Neville J. Laski, K. C. 

A Resolutions Committee, consisting of Rabbis I. M. Levin. I). 
Munk, Rappaport and Rottenberg and Messrs. II. Schwab and II. 
Lunzer was appointed. 

Mr. H. GoopMAN explained that the discussions would ‘range 
round three topics—-Education, Organisation and Palestine. 

The discussion on Education was opened by Rabbi S. Moscowrrc1 
(Chairman of the Hagudat Harabbanim), who bewailed the great 
dangers that threatened the relegating of Jewish children to non 
Jewish schools, and appealed for support for the proposal to establish 
a Jewish day-school in London in memory of the Chofetz Chaim. 

After Consul-General S. GUGGENHEIM, of Basle, bad greeted the 
assembly and expressed his admiration of Mr. Goodman's work for 
the Aguda, 

Rabbi Dr. SOLOMON SCHONFELD made an impassioned plea for 
the proposed Jewish elementary school. Why, it had been asked 
again and again, were the Jews being persecuted? Some of them 
had pointed to Jewish success in the arts, in politics and other 
spheres, as the answer. But the reason was the one which the 
Prophet Joshua had been given when he asked the same question 
of the Almighty. Lou have forsaken my Torah. Jews had left 
their own culture. 

A lively discussion followed, in which Rabbis J. Lew. M. Swift 
and Barantschik and Messrs. E. M. Stern, Kastel and others took part. 

Rabbi 8. Fiscu, of Sheffield, presided over the debate on 
Organisation. 

Rabbi I. M. Levin, of Warsaw, President of the Polish Aguda, said 
that although one of the objects of the World Aguda was the binding 
together of Jewry in all countries, nevertheless they in England 
must build for themselves. The World Organisation asked them to 
establish themselves strongly—to look to the education of their 
young and to inspire them by their own ex»mple. He appealed for 
harmonious co-operation among the Rabbis of England in their work 
for the Aguda, 

Rabbi TWERSKY said a great awakening of Jewry to Judaism 
was needed to-day, and the only body to bring that about was the 
Agudat Israel. 

Mr. Henry Lunzer, of the North London Youth branch of the 
Aguda, the Noar Agudosi, ontlined the activities of the young 
Agudists in Poland, Austria and Germany and urged the need for «a 
strong Youth Section in London. 

Messrs. II. Schwab and A. Loewenthal and Rabbis M. Swift, 
Krapper and others participated in the discussion, which was con- 
cluded by Rabbi Fisch. 

For the discussion on Palestine, Rabbi J. [Lew occupied the 
Chair. 

Rabbi H. FRANKEL said the time had come for active Eretz 
Yisrael work on the part of the Aguda, but they must demand 
absolute equality of treatment in colonisation and certificates for 
their Chalutzim. He proposed that the Keren Hayishuv Co Ltd. 
should purchase land in Palestine for the London Aguda and that a 
Hachshara be opened in England. 

Rabbis SInGeR and Lew supported the proposals. 

A number of resolutions were carried, among which: 

Support was pledged to the proposed Jewish Elementary School; Anglo- 
Jewry was called upon to help the Beth Jacob Girts’ School movement; suppor t 
was pledged to the Keren Hatorah for helping the Yeshivot; recommenda - 
tions were made for the establishment of study circles by every Jewish Youth 
society and for the Aguda Executive to provide the necessary teachers ; hope 
was expressed that all organisations giving relief to German Jewry would full; 
support Orthodox institutions; expressing complete confidence in the A uda 
leaders ; calling upon World-Jewry to deliberate on the tragic situation of Jews 
in Soviet Russia; and urging His Majesty's Government to open the doors of 
Palestine to Jews, while asking the Aguda World Executive to leave no stone 
unturned to secure that thousands of Orthodox Chalutzim shal! be permitted 
to enter Palestine. 
During the day, the Resolutions Committee discussed with Mrs. 
A: Feldman and Miss L. Hands the work of the Council for the 
Amelioration of the Legal Position of the Jewess. It was decided that 
furtherconsiderationof this work be left in the handsof the Executive.

ORGANISING TO MEET THE CRISIS. 

Mr. I. oN G. Monreriorr, O. B. E., President of the Anglo- 
Jewish Association, presided over a Council Meeting of the Associ- 
ution ou Sunday, at the Communal Centre. 

The PRESIDENT moved a vote of condolence with Mrs. F. 8. 
Franklin on the death of her father. Sir Philip Magnus, and 
with Mr. Gerald Beddington on the death of his mother, Mrs. John 
feddington 

Mr. Monrertore then moved the recommendation on behalf of 
the Executive Committee that Sir Philip M. Magnus, Bart., be 
co-opted a member of the Council. This was agreed to. 

improving the Allocation System. 

In presenting the report of the Joint Foreign Committee the 
PRESIDENT dealt with the World Jewish Conference for the Relief of 
German Jewry and, after stressing the representative character of 
this important gathering, he outhned a few of the concrete results of 
the Conference. ‘They hoped, he said, to get a more centralised 
distribution of funds Iie had no desire to criticise the Alloca. 
tion Committee in any way: They had an immensely difficull 
task. They had to deal with great and urgent events with 
very limited funds, and if they had an Allocation Committee 
consisting Of angels sent from Heaven they could not escape 
criticism. On the other hand, he thought that there was still room 
for an improvement in method, and if one could be assured that 
there was no overlapping and that one knew exactly how the funds 
which would be raised by each country would be distributed, it 
would be of very great advantage. They also hoped that measures 
would be taken which would be effective in rendering more 
valuable the information that had been collected in the different 
countries about conditions in Germany. ‘There was a good deal of 
information in this country and still more in Holland, which was so 
much nearer to Germany. There were also a great deal in Cvecho 
slovakia. He hoped that that information wou'd be pooled, and that 
the measures taken as a result of that pooling for counteracting 
and nullifying the Nazi propaganda might be effective. They also 
hoped that measures would be taken for co-operation with Mr. 
McDonald, the League Commissioner for the Refugees. In this 
connection, Mr. Montefiore mentioned the fact that the Conference 
had expressed the unanimous wish that the British Government 
would extend to Lord Cecil of Chelwood an invitation to serve as 
the representative of the British Government on the Governing 
Body, and that it would be possible, if such an invitation were 
extended, for Lord Cecil to accept it. He was sure that that wish 
was fully shared by every member of the Council. 

Tribute to Mr. Neville Laski. 

Mr. Montefiore devoted the concluding passages of his state 
ment to a tribute to his colleague, Mr. Neville J. Laski, K. C., to 
whose patience, tact and alsoto his firmness, which was occasion- 
ally necessary, was due the fact that the deliberations passed off so 
successfully. Mr. Montefiore quoted the opinion of two American 
delegates who had represented two very widely divergent views, both 
of whom had said to him: Well, Mr. Montetiore, we think our 
journey from America was worth while.“ 

Dr. S. DAICHES expressed appreciation of the work put in by 
Mr. Montefiore both before and during the Conference. 

The Council agreed to the recommendation of the Executive 
Committee that an extra grant of £50 be voted towards the 
exceptional expenditure of the Joint Foreign Committee. 

After Mr. Gerald E. Beddington had presented a Statement of 
teceipts.and Expenditure, Mr. Leonard Stein moved the following 
recommendations of the Executive Committee, which were carried: 

That the special grant of £100 to the Bombay School, for Hebrew and 
Religious Instruction, be voted for the current year. 
Ina the following grants be renewed: Beyrout Schools; £60; Haila 
Technical Institute, £1; Haifa (4lliance Israélite) Schools; £55 ; Tetuan Girls’ 
School, £28 

That grants of £10 each be voted from this vear's income of the Sir Ellis 
Kadoorie Bequest for English Jewish Charities to the following institutions : 
London Jewish Hospita , Leeds Jewish Hospital, Manchester Jewish Hospital, 
Jewish Board of Guardians, Jewish Orphanage (Norwood), Jewish Association 


for the Protection of Girls, Women and Children, Home for Aged Jews, Home 
and Hospital for Jewish Incurables, Jews’ Temporary Shelter and Discharged 


Prisoners Aid Soctety. 
In Spanish Morocco. 

Mr. LEoroLp Frank, referring to the Girls’ School in Tetuan, 
a Spanish Protectorate of Morocco, testified to the splendid work 
that was being carried on there. He had paid an unexpected visit 
to the School, which provided free meals daily for its poor children. 
The School also had a splendid Ladies Committee which looked 
after the welfare of the children. The Association was doing most 
beneficent work in making a grant tothe School. Mr. Frank said 
that the names of Dr. Claude Montefiore, Mr. Leonard G. Montefiore 
and Mr. Duparc were held in very high esteem by the School.

TRIBUTE TO WORK OF THE CONFERENCE. 

Senator Bro. Alfred M. Cohen, President of the World B nai 
B'rith Movement, who arrived from America to attend the recent 
World Jewish Conference, and Bro. Rubinow, the General Secretar, 
of the Order, were the guests of honour at a reception which was 
held on Thursday evening of last week at the Communal Centre 
under the joint auspices of the First Lodge of England and the First 
Womens Lodge. 

Bro. the Rev. M. I.. PerLtzwetae, President of the First Lodge of 
England, who presided over the function, which was well attended, 
said that both Bro. Cohen and Bro. Rubinow embodied for them the 
ideals for which the Order stood. They had come to Euglaud On it 
mission which, in itself, was very closely allied to the principle 
which was behind the Order, namely, benevolence, brotherls 
love and-harmony. They had come to attend the World Con 
ference for the Relief of German Jewry held last week. and the, 
had taken part in that Conference as the leaders of their Order. 
He wished he had time to give them some indication of the value of 
the work which they did at the Conference. Hie was sure that he 
was voicing the sentiments olf that gathering when he said that Bro. 
Cohen would leave England, taking with him the lovalty and admira 
tion of all the members of the Order in this country. Bro. Rubinow 
came to the Conference not only asthe Chief Executive” of the 
Ungi Brith, but as a man wo in the realist sense of the word 
could be regarded as an expert in Jewish problems. He was no! 
only the Chairman of one of the most important Committees, but le 
had drafted a report which would be of permanent value in the 
work of redeeming those German Jews who had been uprooted in 
their native land. 

Sister ELTON, speaking its President of the First Women's . Age. 
and Bro. Gordon M. Liverman, J. P., President of the Grand Lodge 0 
Great Britain, joined in the tribute. 

Senator COHEN said that Bro. Rubinow aud he came to London 
to attend the World Conference, moved by the feeling that that 
was a way of demonstrating that they believed in the précept of 


4 Bnai Brith and its mission of-uniting Israelites in the work of! 
spromoting their highest interests and those of humanity. The 


Conference Wiis the creature of unhappiness, due to the 
miserable plight of their co-religionists in Germany, which baffled 
description, and excelled in enormity anything that had befallen the 
Jew since the expulsion from Spain nearly 500 years ago. Who 
could have thought that in a land which had produced such eminent 
men in every sphere and which had produced among their 
co-religionists the rarest examples in scholarship, in learning, in 
commerce and in all the affairs of life—tbat in such a land Jews 

+ should be made outcasts and creatures to be. avoided and 
shunned? It was one of the anomalies of history that seemingly 
overnight men who were the peers of any of their fellow-citizens 
should be spurned as unworthy of association and comradeship. 
Jews from many lands had come to the Conference and formed wha! 
he believed was the most representative assemblage of Jewry in 
modern times, to say the least. And Germany knew: of this 
assemblage and German Jewry knew of this assemblage. What 
the effect would be, remained to be seen. But there was manifested 
unity in Israel, and if-there was one thing above another that was 
essential in this twentieth century, it was that Jewry should be 
united. (Applause. He was sure that it would afford them som 
satisfaction to know that through B'nai B'rith, the three repre 
Bsentative Jewish organisations in America had united in action in 
he German-Jewish situation. Applause.) These three Bodies were 
in constant contact with the State Department of the United States 
Government which was fully alive to what Germany was doing. I 
was significant that, just when Germany was doing its very worst 


: against the Jew, the President of the United States should have 
: nominated, and the Senate of the United States should have 
: unanimously endorsed the appointment of, a Jew.to represent the 
1 United States Government in France-—next-door neighbour to 


Germany. And as if that were not 2, the President and 
the Senate of the United States named another Jew to represent 
the United States as Ambassador to Sweden. In his concluding 
passages, Senator Cohen conveyed to the gathering the greetings 


irom the B'nai Brith of the United States. He would. 
he said, take back to the B'nai Brith in the United States a 


message of enheartenment, and would tell them how splendidly the 
movement in this country figured in everything that concerned the 
welfare of Judaism and the Jewish people. He would also tell 


. them that, though an ocean divided them, their hearts were 
thoroughly united. 

‘ Bro. Rumxow said that unless everything appertaining to 
i Jewish life was of concern to them they were not as good Jews as 
1 they ought to be. What, he asked was the significance of their 
; Organisation? Only that it openly emphasised and proclaimed 
what, after all, was in every Jewish heart.

Children and Young Persons Act. 


APPROVED SCHOOLS AND JEWISH CHILDiAEN, 


The Act came into force last week and contains matter which is 
of interest to Jews, as in the case of persons being sent to approved 
schools regard must be had'to religious pérsuasion. Clause 68 pro 
vides that a court before making an approved school order with 
respect to any child or young person shall endeavour to ascertain his 
rcligious persuasion, and that a court, or the Secretary of State, in 
determining the approved school to which a person is to be sent 
shall, where practicable, select a school for persons of the religious 
persuasion to which he belongs. Where an order has been made 
sending a person to an approved school which is not a school for 
persons of the religions persuasion to which he belongs, his parent, 
guardian or nearest adult relative may apply to remove or send the 
person to an approved school for persons of his religious persuasion; 
and the court or Secretary of State shall, on proof of his religious 
persuasion and notwithstanding any declaration with respect thereto 
embodied in the approved school order, if any, relating to him, 
comply with the request of the applicant. 

Mr. S. COHEN, the Secretary of the Jewish Association for the 
Protection of Girls and Women, discussing the Jewish aspect of the 
Act with. a JEWISH CHRONICLE representative, said: The Jewish 
Community is interested in the Act from the point of view that all 
voluntary homes for children will now come under Government 
inspection and will have to render an account of their doings, which 


will have to be in conformity with the Act. Also children who are 


neglected will come in greater numbers under the provision of the 
Act, and therefore Jewish organisations dealing with children, such 
us my Association, will probably have a great deal more work thrust 
upon them. 

This work will extend, in all probability, to the approved 
schools—Monteliore House and Hayes, so far as boys and girls are 
concerned, and also very largely to the question of finding provision 
in Jewish foster homes in co-operation with the local authority 
which will be the principal person under the Act to be concerned in 
dealing with these children.”

Mx Dear 


One Sunday evening, a couple of weeks ago, the Dean of Durham 
announced in the Cathedral that Psalm 109 would never again be 
read there. “I hope that these particular words.” he said. “have 
been heard in this cathedral for the last time.” He gave as his 
reason for this decision his belief that the words were un- Christian, 

Turn to the 109th Psalm and read verses 6 to 19. An unpreja- 
diced Jew will have to admit that the imprecations are somewhat 
strong. Dr. Alington holds they are un-Christian: most Jews wil! 
admit that they are hardly in accord with the highest Jewish teaching. 
They sound odd beside the nineteenth chapter of Leviticus. They are 
not in tune with the best ethical doctrines ofthe Rabbis. Thev are 
wholly contrary to the spirit of Jewish ethical wills. The Dean o! 
Durham's decision to banish this Psalm from the Cathedral services 
scems sound, especially as there are very tnany Psalms in the Psalter 
the sentiments of which are eminently religious. 

Most people will admit that the Book of Psalms contains 
magnificent utterances and expresses. highly religious thoughts and 
feelings. The Psalter has been one of the great sources of comfort 
to mankind for countless generations among civilised peoples. 
Millions of human hearts have found in it the true expression of 
their own sentiments, whether of joy 


or sorrow. Many have 
communed with God 


in the actual words of the Psalm Book. The

Consider Psalm 109. What must have been the feelings of the 
man who wrote it! Is it so difficult to envisage the'bitterness of 
his heart? To understand all is to forgive all. It ought not to be 
impossible to comprehend the writer's feelings. 

Take an illustration from contemporary history. In Germany 
zu brutal government has come into power and maintains itself by 
brute force. It knows no pity; it has no decency; it is deaf to 
it rejoices in cruelty} the sound of human cries expressing 
agony is music to its ear. Consider the case of Herr Loebe. Loebe 
is a Socialist

that seems no crime in a civilised country. Socialist 
governments actually bear rule in Europe to-day. They bore rule 
in Germany. Inthose days Herr Loecbe was elected President of the 
German Parliament. Usually he was elected with little opposition, 
which shows that he must have been popular among all parties, a 
decent fellow, one would be justified in saying. A man who 
realised the responsibilities of public life. His conduct of the 
sessions of the German Parliament was eminently fair. 

The party of the cut-thoats come to power and in their swagger- 
ing brutality they seize upon victims on whom to vent their spleen, 
do that they may enjoy sadistic delight in human suffering. Neither 
age nor sex do they consider. They beat a woman until the blood 
spurted, with the same savagery as they beat a man. They took u 
devilish delight also in humiliating their victims. Herr Loebe was 
one of them. He was arrested, in order to be taken to a concentra- 
tion camp. No one informed him what his crime was. Bad enough 
to be taken to a concentration camp, the horrors of which make 
the blood of decent people run cold. But on his way to his destina- 
tion he was marched through the streets by the Hitler gangsters 
aul held up to scorn to the passers-by, as he walked collarless and 
bedraggled. Sometimes the victim subjected to this treatment had 
an insulting placard placed round his neck. Sometimes, as in the 
case of Herr Ebert's son, he was ordered, in the intervals of being 
brutally assaulted by the butt-end of a rifle, to express condemna— 
tion of his principles or of his father. These are not isolated cases. 
Geimany reeks of them. They are in the true spirit of Hitlers 
Germany. 

Imagine what men like Herr Loebe must feel. They cannot 
defend themselves. They are attacked by many bullies, well armed. 
They may not even speak. They must just bear the treatment. But 
would any decent human being blame them if, in the intervals of 
their suffering, they prayed to Heaven to punish Hitler? ~ Let his 
days be few; let another take his charge. .« . , Let there be 
none to extend kindness to him.” Surely it isa human cry. Surely, 
to understand all is to forgive all. 

That is the inwardness of the imprecatory Psalms. Either an 
individual Jéw or the Whole of the Jewish people was in agony of 
soul, experiencing bitter suffering and, above all, gross injustice. 
The Jew has a keen sense of justice and fairness ; injustice, there- 
fore, hurts him deeply. What injustice has been his lot! Who can 
recount all his suffersngs by reason of lying accusations? ‘The Jew 
poisoned the wells. The Jew required the blood of innocent little 
children for his religious exercises. The Jew mocked at the Host. 
“he Jew killed Jesus. The Jew is responsible for the Bolshevik 


— — 


revolution. The Jew is the international capitalist. These and 
other accusations of like reality are laid at his door. All are base- 
less. None has been proved. All have been disproved. Yet the Jow 
has had to suffer for these charges. Is it not only human that in his 
sense of wrong, in the bitterness of his soul, he should have cried 
out: “Pour out Thy wrath upon the heathen who know Thee not and 
onthe Kingdoms who invoke not Thy name. For they have devoured 
Jacob and laid waste his dwelling-place "? What else could he do” 
Hie had no weapons, but his adversaries were armed. He had no 
desire to kill or to burn: his adversaries delighted in both. The 
situation of the Jews was like that of Herr Loebe. Only prejudice, 
spite, hatred and revenge moved his enemies. The Jews have had 
to meet many Hitlers in the course of their history. 

The imprecatory Psalms are human documents. Read the 
157th Psalm, for example, and see if you are not moved to tears. 
Hase it, rase it! the enemy cried. Is it not only human, in the 
circumstances, that the victims should have uttered the words in 
the last verse’? Do not let any one dare to allege that this is 
Jewish. It is human. Christianity miy preach the doctrine no! 
only of loving your neighbour but actually of loving your enemy, 
Christians have never loved their enemies. Hitler is a Christian; 
Does he love Herr Loebe? Besides, 
the New ‘Testament itself has one or two strange instances 
of imprecations. 
language ; 


does he love his enemies? 


Jesus attacks the Vharisees in unmeasured 
he calls them hypocrites, whited sepulchres, serpents, 


vipers. Perhaps the terms are justified; there is Talmudic 


authority to support them. If they were justified, one can 
understand the speakers anger. But one cannot understand 
why he should have cursed the poor, harmless fig-tree. ~ Now 
in the morning, as he returned tothe city. he hungered. And seeing 
a fig-tree by the wayside, he came to it, and found nothing thereon, 
but leaves only, and he said unto it, Let there be no fruit from thee 
henceforward for ever. Perhaps from the hüman point of view 
that, too, can be explaimed—on exactly the same basis 
imprecatory Psalms.

The Psalms accentuate the fact that the Psalter ts adiuman book. 
There is no need to recite in places of worship just the imprecaton 
Psalms, seeing that an abundance of others is available. Jews will 
agree with the Dean of Durham iu that. For not all Jews read the 
prayers at the Seder Service, asking God to pour out his wrath on 
the heathens. I know of one very great Lalmudist, as noble a sou! 
as ever lived, who declared that to read this prayer went against 
his grain. He did not read it. Nor is he alone in this feeling. 
Imprecatory Psalms can have no place in religious services. But 
perhaps they have a right and proper place in religious literature,

GREAT MEMORIAL ASSEMBLY. 


some 5,000 Jewish ex-Service men and women assembled on 
the Horse Guatds Parade Ground, Whitehall, last Sunday afternoon 
10 participate in the National Remembrance Service: It was a 
gathering of its kind almost unprecedented in the annals of Anglo 
Jewry (writes. a JEWISH CHRONICLE representative), and its great 
success Was due in no small measure to the energetic efforts of M. 
William Hurwitz, the organiser, and his colleagues. 
Hundreds of men, at great personal sacrifice, travelled from 
Scotland, South Wales and the North to join in the service with 
their London comrades. The parade won the mimiration of 
thousands of Jewish and non Jewish spectators assembled on the 
Horse Guards Parade and along the route to and from the Cenotaph, 
for their fine soldierly bearing. At last year's service there was an 
attendance of 2,600, which means 
that this vear the number was 
ulmost doubled.

The Inspection and March. 
Excellent arrangements were 
made for the marshalling of the 
parade. At 2.50 when the London 
and Provincial units began to 
assemble, they proceéded to line 
up in their respective sections. 
Jewish Rover Scouts acted as 
markers, bearing aloft boards on 
which were printed the names 
of the towns and sections.

o clock, Admiral of the Fleet, Sir

men who ought to be mentioned in connection with that day's great 
gathering, but he would mention only one—Mr. William Hurwitz 
(cheers)—who, more than anyone else, was responsible for its success. 
Right throughout the year, added Major Cohen, Mr. Hurwitz had 
worked with keenness and enthusiasm. He had been in con- 
stant touch with fhe Provincial organisers, and there would have 
bebn no parade or tea but for his labours. He had also co-operated 
with Mr. I.. Sarna, of the Jewish Ex-Service men’s Legion, to 
provide a tea and entertainment for 600 provincial men at Woburn 
House that evening.

The Ancient Synagogue of Beth Alpha, 
(Oxford University Press, 35s. net., 1932).

It was carly in 1929 that reports first reached England of the 
discovery of ancient Hebrew inscribed mosaics in Beth Alpha, a new 
Jewish séttlement in the Valley of Jezreel. To-day we have before 
us a sumptuously edited and illustrated account of what was dis 
covered in the shadow of the mountains of Gilboa and our know. 
ledge of Jewish popular art during the first few centuries after the 
destruction of the Second Temple has been amplified

The pre-occupation with astrolog) 
shown by Kalir and his fellow Paylanim, and even perhaps that 
shown by certain Kabbalistic theorists may have been prompted, 
without their knowledge, by this »ofif of the signs of the Zodiac 
borrowed by Jewish craftsmen some: centuries earlier. And again 
the illustration of the Akeda is significant of an age which 
embellished the Biblical narrative with Widrash. Later there arose 
mot only an antagonism to the use of animal motifs in Synagogue 
decoration but also a prejudice against the representation of the 
human form. It is worthy of note that the latter prejudice grew up 
independently in Islam, and that orthodox Mulhammadans took care 
to erase portraits of faces in the manuscripts which came into their 
pPorsession. 

The synagogue of this small community in Beth Alpha was 
destroyed by an earthquake early in the seventh century, but suf 
cient has remained to give us an idea of Jewish communal life in the

Mast tastes are catered for in the interesting, bat deplorably uneven, 
exhibition of Books, Rare MS8., and First Editions organised by the SUNDAY 
Mus at Sunderland House, which will remain open until November 20th. 
Among the printed books, asuperb copy of the first edition of the Authorised 
Version of the Holy Bible (London, 1611), leat by Sir Leicester Harms- 
worth, perhaps occupies pride of consideration, if not of place, Other 
interesting printed works include first editions of Benjamin Disraeli’s 
Vivian Gray and George Eliot's ADAM BEDE. Among the manuscripts 
by modern authors ave the originals of Philip Guedalla’s PALMERSTON, 
Louis Golding’s MAGNOLIA STREET and G. B. Stern's THe Abos. Nothing 
of Jewish interest, whether as regards subject matter or authorship, is 
comprised in the selection from a hundred years of best Sellers. A little 
diversity is alded to what is otherwise a depressingly Serious collection 
by the inclusion of an unpublished cartoon by Max Beerbohm, repre 
senting Rudyard Kipling receiving the Nobel Prize. 

The most extraordivary and amusing fignre in the pre-history of the 
Zionist Movement, without a doubt, was Richard Brothers. He was a 
half-pay naval captain u ho, on the strength of his name, considered him 
self to be descended from the apostle James (brother of Jesus), and 
dlesignated to lead the Jews back to the Promised Land. It was in the 
ear 1791, during the throes.of the Freneh Revolution, that he declared 
himeelf, and attracted hosts of sympathisers in London. Vast numbers 


of pamphlets were issued, championing or opposing his claims; David 
Levy being among those who entered the lists on the Jowish side. lu the 


end, the Government took cozgnisance of the pseudo-Messiah’s existence, 
and somewhat unkindly had him committed to a mad-house in Islington. 
He died in 1824, bat his influence is still potent in tho British tsrae! 
Movement, for the origins of which his teaching was largely responsible. 
Al ight-hearted biography of this extraordinary character has now been 
written for the first time by Mr. Cecil Roth. Ihe work will be published

The Strong Man of Action. 


A Character Sketch.

Contemporary Jewry cannot count many outstanding person. 
alities that may be designated as leaders, This is an age of leaderettes 
rather than leaders; Jewish life has become democratised, and 
democracy does not appear to throw up erent leaders. Perhaps it 
does not much matter. 
\s civilisation grows, a 
shrewd thinker of the 
past age remarked, great 
men become less import 
ant. Be that as it may, 
the number of Jews who 
have any. claim to even 
sectional leadership is 
exceedingly small, 

Of the very limited 
number of Jews entitled 
to tuen a claim is 
Menachem Mende! 
Ussishkin, whose seven 
tieth birthday has just 
been celebrated Hy that 
movement which has 
hecome pivotal in dewish 
life “a movement of 
which he is an acknow 


lodged pillar. 


If biography isthe best 
history, as Disraeli 
observed, then the biography of Menachem Mendel Ussishkin should 
coustitute the best history of Zionism in the last half-century. I. 
is over fifty years since the present head of the Jewish National 
Fund had, asa student tn Mos ow, become closely identified with 
Zionism : he was at the beginning of things in the movement: in 
it; of it; saw its growth, witnessed it in all its phases, watched 1 
in all vicissitudes, influenced its course, stamping it with his 
vigorous personality. 

Rugged Inflexibility. 

Ussishkin has wot been graced with that mysterious charm 
that attracts popular imagination. He would probably have shunned 
such qualities as signs of weakness. The mysterious element ts 
alien to him: he distrusts it. Not endowed with a winged imag 
nativeness, he pursues the, to him, straightest and most difect path. 
Some may fear blind alleys; others might venture on short cuts. 
Not so Ussishkin. He sees only one way from which he never 
ceviates. And while he lacks the persuasive manner to con- 
vince, ho carries his point by his own convictions and 
‘nflexibility. Indeed, inflexibility is the quality of his strength. 
He belongs to the dictatorial type, the type that dominates 
rather than fascinates, that commands, insists and—acts, He is a 
man of action; ection compels attention, and, achievements 
command respect and authority. Fifty Fears of untiring champion. 
ship of and unswerving devotion to Zionism have earned for him 
the authority of a leader. Moreover, in retrospect, it might be said 
that much of the opposition that he bad encountered in the past 
was due more to his rugged manner than to the main substance of 
the ideas which he represented. 

A burning faith is the source of Ussishkin’s power; he has the 
faith that moves—valleys! For behold the Emek, which has been 
secured despite the strongest opposition and which has since been 
transformed from a nest of malaria to the pride of Jewish achieve. 
ment. It is that boundless belief in himself that made him so 
masterful in the movement. His is the faith of the fanatic who is 
not tortured by theories and not daunted by difficulties. His mind 
is neither microscopic nor telescopic; he does not probe too 
minutely into problems nor look too far ahead; he is free from 
Socratic subtlety and sophisticated scepticism. He is concerned 
with the immediate, and concentrates on it with rare tenacity and 
tingle-mindedness. 

Ussishkin has often been charged with obstinacy. Dr. Schmarya 
Levin even recalls in his memoirs that the house in which 
Ussishkin lived in Odessa was situated on the corner of two streets, 
one called Iron and the other Obstinacy, symbolic of his personality. 
The uncomprising position he sometimes adopted towards certain 
questions certainly lend colour to the charge. A case in point is his 
a‘titude towards Yiddish. While his zeal for Hebrew is fully Justi, 
fied, his one time slogan, Hebrew or Russian,” was a blunder of 
first-rate magnitude, even though it was provoked by some of the 
militant Viddishists following the conference at Czernowitz. His 
determined Hebraism wos exemplified when he addressed the 
Peace Conference in Paris on the Jewish National Movement and 
- insisted on speaking Hebrew. 
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But then Ussishkin was not alone in this ill-judged attitude. 
Like others of that age, though already in the stream of vigorous 
and effective national work, he was still under the effete influence 
of the Haskalah. 

The strong stand of Ussishkin against the East African project, 
und his opposition to Herzl on this question, earned him a good deal 
of unpopularity in some Zionist quarters, especially in Western 
Europe. But in truth Ussishkin has voiced the overwhelming 
opinion of the mass of Russian Zionists; few loved and admired 
Herzl as he did, but a fundamental principle was at stake and his 
fanatical zeal flared up. 

He displayed the same unyielding attitude in regard to the 
clection in Odessa, with the aid of the Jewish vote of M. Pergament 
ns a member of the Duma, because he was baptised. He tegarded 
it us humiliating from the Jewish National point of view. Rather 
on Gentile than a Ws shumad,’ he said. Nor did be hesitate, in the 
general Jewish interest, to oppose the candidature of Jabotinsky for 
the Duma, fearing a split in the vote, whereby a reactionary would 
be elected. it must have been hari for him to oppose a fellow- 
Zionist, but the general Jewish interest and, above all, the 
honour of the Jewish people, were always his chief consideration. 
lle was no doubt a tuate | by the same motive wher he urged that 
every effort should be made to retain Sir Herbert Samuel as High 
Commissioner for Palestine, though he opposed his policy. 

A realist, with a firm belief in the righteousness of his cause, a 
Visionary whose vision is confined to the immediate, without mental! 
reservations, his approach is rather ruthless in its directness. He 
is really aman of deep cmotions, and of a very affectionate nature, 
but he is devoid of sentimentality, and he lacks sparks of humour 
and wit to soften the firmness of his belief in his own convictions. 
Ussishkin is no diplomatist; he does not believe that language was 
given to man to conceal thought. He .speaks his mind and would 
corn to be disereet and tactful when plain speaking 18 required. 
Aud plain speaking is his rule, rather than his exception, 

Ussishkin has become a central figure in the Yishuv, which he 
helped to organise long before he settled there. And he is one of 
the few leaders in Jewry, a position he attained not through 
oratorical gifts or linguistic ability, but through sheer force of 
character and achievement. His Vigour and freshness, his sound 
common-sense, above all his deep cony.ctions, force attention and 
hold it, 

Intellectually he may have many superiors in the movement 
und few value intellect and learning as he does but in strength of 
character ‘he has not. many equals. By profession an engineer, it 
has been vouchsafed to Ussishkin to be able to become one of the 
builders and organisers of the new Judea. A man of action, he 
stahds out as a constructive force in modern Jewry, a commanding 
figure whose devotion to and zeal for the the Jewish people, its 
land and its language, have been sealed by over fifty years of untiring 
effort. May the stream of his energy continue to flow for many, 


many years!

These are questions which spring immediately to mind among peop!c 
who, having read of the raison Mestre of the Arab agitation and the 
tragic culmination at Jaffa at the end of October, feel that it is the 
Jewish position in Eretz Yisrael that is being assailed. 
that is so. 


In a sense 
It is the Jewish immigration that has been made the 
target of the agitators, and around that they have embroidered a 
weird design of fanciful and fantastic statements which gathered 
momentum and plausibility as the story ran from village to village 
among the illiterates. | 

But the leaders haye learned the cunning and guile of politics, 
or, at least, of political incitement. They are now appealing to a 
wider circle of people than the mere native population of Palestine ; 
they are appealing to the world, to international opinion. Knowing 
full well that any racial disturbances which they might foment 
would be frowned upon and call forth every obloquy abroad, they 
have switched their animosity to the British Government. There 
were few cries of Down with Zionism!” or * Down with the dess! 
during the height of the manifestations. Most of the cries were 
directed against the Mandatory Government. And the rioters had 
been coached until they were word-perfect with that purpose in 
view to show thut Jews, as such, were not anathema. to the Moslems 
and native Christians (the latter forced long since into a defensive 
alliance with the bulk of the population). 

“Pawns in an Imperialistic Strategy. 

Aount Bey Abdul Hadi, one of the arrested leaders, stitl in 
custody as | write, specifically declared during interviews and in 
Press articles that the Arabs did not regard the Jews as their 
enemies in an active way; although passively they still evoked 
hostility because of their increasing numbers. It was the British 
against whom thetr propaganda must be directed, he said: because 
the British Government was the founthead of Mandatory policy. 
The Jews, other leaders aver, are just as much pawns in the game 
as are the Arabs; they are subserving a peculiar Imperialistic 
strategy of which they know nothing. 

This sounds “Red” talk when set dowa in prosaic black and 
white, but it is remarkable to note the extent to which such political 
flapdoodlery is believed among the simple peasants of the lowlands 
and uplands of Palestine. Incredible as it must be to Western 
readers to learn of some of the fantastic rumours that spread like 
wildfire during the days of tenseness and electrified atmosphere 
just over, so are some of the cardinal items of the propaganda 
which were let loose by Arab leaders. Even when two squadrons 
of Royal Air Force 'planes came over Jerusalem en route to Haifa 
for a rehearsal of the habour opening (which, owing to the modified 
arrangements announced by the High Commissioner, they did not 
attend), someone started the canard that they had come up from 
Egypt and landed a battalion of troops—although the military 
garrison in the country, both troops and R. A. F., is clove upon two 
thousand. 

It may be taken as a fact that had the Arab leaders known 
that the police were given serious orders to prevent the demon. 
strations at any cost, they might not have gone to the lengths 
of incitement that they did. The Arab Executive, which suffered a 
severe defeat in Jerusalem on October 13th, felt bound to attempt 
to restore their prestige at the announced demonstration in Jaffa ; 


but little of it did they recover, to judge from the cries of “Down 
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with the Arab Executive and the effendis:“ heard at the funeral 
of the dead rioters on Saturday, October 28th. uttered by the widows 
and mothers of those who had fallen in the senseless battle. The 
Arab Executive itself did not escape official displeasure, many 
members were arrested, certainly the active ones. Others took to bed 
perhaps as an ~ excuse” to escape stern measures, while the onlv 
active man remaining was the almost-octogenarian Musa Kazem 
Pasha Al-Husseini, who during the outbreak at Jaffa pad to be 
solicitously escorted away from the scene by policemen sent in to 
rescue him. Even that act of mercy on the part of the Police did 
not spare them his diatribes in an official memorandum to the High 
Commi ssioner in which he complained of illegal shooting and

Jewish Faith in the Future. 


lt is a tribute to the doggedness of the Jewish people in Eretz 
Yisrael that they went about their normal occupations in complete 
faith of their mission and their work, and confident in the Govern 
ments ability and ‘their own high concepts to safeguard them, 
during the whole of the trouble. The reflex actions. rei ting from 
the Jaffa disturbances, started by lawless elements in Nablus, Haifa. 
Talkarm and Jerusalem, « oupled with the reports of demonstrations 
at Damascus, evrouth and Amman, made no adverse impression 
on the Jewish temper. The Jews kept cool, calm and collected ; 
knowing that if they were put to the test of another debacle, they 
would emerge perhaps not unscathed but still firm in the convie- 
tion that their presence in this country is definitely not detrimental 
to Arab interests. 

Events now depend PO a Varies of interlocking factors and 
eircumstances of which the final analysis has not been made. The 
Arabs are pressing for an inquiry, the police, they sav, were at 
fault.

Usé clarified dripping or oil for frying, which should bo at least three 
inches deep. The fat should have a faint blue smoke rising from it. Ta 
test, drop a little batter in it, and if sufficiently hot it will rise to the 
surface immediately and begin to brown.

A New Boycott Council. 
Board of Deputies Criticised. 


t Victoria Hall, Bloomsbury Square, W. C., on Sunday afternoon 
a Conference was held by the Jewish Representative Council for the 
Boycott of German Goods and Services. 

Mr P. HorRow who preside d, saul that they were gathered 
am thee purpose ot forging an effective Weapon ili defence of their 
people who had been so cruelly assatied by the most inveterate foc that 
they had yet had to face. And that in spite of every official disconrage 
ment which had not availed because the instinct of the creat masses of a 
peopte to do the right thing rang as true to-day as if had done iu every 
great crisis throughout their history. They had gathered to take up the 
challenge that Hitler had thrown in the face of the Jewish people. 
Mr. Horowitz reiterated the assurance which he had already given to the 
Board of Deputies, that it was not their intent ou to set up any rival 
Organisation to the Board

Boycott Resolution. 

Haham Dr. GAsTrEnR, who moved a boycott resolution, drew a Harassing 
picture of the position cf German Jewry under the Nazi regime. 

Mr. Ian GUPDALLA, in seconding the resolution, said that they 
were met toco-ordinate boycott efforts. There must be no waste of cffort 
and no overlapping.

The Rev. M. L. PERLZWEIG moved the following resolution: 

That this Conference hereby elects a Council of fifty members, to be known 
as the Jewish Representative Council for the boycott of German 20008 and 
services, with full powers to set up the necessary organisation and to take what 
ever steps it may deem aivisable in order to co-ordinate and strengthen the 
boycott movement in Great Britain and Ireland. 

Mr. Perlzweig also emphasised the fact that they had no desire to come 
in conflict with the Board of Deputies. 

Mr. A. L. EASTERMAN said what he objected to and what he would 
attack with all the power that was within him, was the point of view that 
was adopted by the Board of Deputies. 

The CHAIRMAN announced that Mr. S. Levene, representing Captain 
Webber s British Boycott Organisation, who had been invited to attend 
the Conferenc „ would make a statement on behalf of that Organisation. 

_. Nosooner, however, did Mr. Levene begin to speak than he was sub- 
jected to a veritable tornado of uproar. Abusive epithets could be heard 
above the din, and the Cha man was unable to restore order.

Combating a Jewish “ Conspiracy.”

A debate on the subject: That. Hitlerism is Desirable.” was 
held last week at the Burns Club. Mr. C. F. Ashton, leader of the 
“ National Association for Resistance to Jewish Monopoly,“ who 
opened for the affirmative, said that. Hitler. was engaged in a 
Herculean feat of liberation from the machinations of a world. 
wide conspiracy to achieve Jewish domination. That “ hidden 
hand,” financed by gigantic banking interests. was bebind the 
Soviet Revolution, said the speaker. and one of our own Ambass- 
adors in Germany had warned us of Hebrew hostility to Britain. 
The speaker quoted from numerous writers to support his submission 
that Jewish influence was causing the troubles of Europe, and said 
that even our political party system and the gold standard were 
Jewish devices to achieve world domination. 

Professor Lyon Blease, LL. M., Queen Victoria Professor of Law 
at Liverpool University, who led for the negative, said that Mr. 
Ashton's arguments showed how true it was that when an idea 
became an obsession it could be made to explain anything. Frankly, 
he did uot believe in any conspiraey to achieve Jewish domination. 
for Jews were not the least acquisitive race, and he could not 
imagine why they should devote their wealth and intelligence to 
the destruction of the civilisation upon which their acquisition of 
wealth depended. The speaker's objection to Hitlerism was its 
brutality against defenceless people who made no resistance. It 
was a degraded and barbarous conspiracy of brutality. He thought 
its perpetrators would yet repent. Replying to the discussion, 
Professor Blease said that in the past the English had feared the 
Scots more than they had feared the Jews. If it came to a com- 
petition between the two, he did not think the Jew would have 
anything more than a sporting chance.

One of the principal features in the stock markets is the support 
afforded high class investment stocks. Any new issues of this 
character which come forward, are immediately over-subscribed. 

Cash applications are 
also invariably invited and fa most instances subscriptions from 
the public are large. In the case of a Dundee Corporation 34 per 
cent. loan at par, applicants received only 25 per cent of their 
requirements.

British funds are assisted by good 
revenne returns and the influx of foreign money into the country 
for security.

The American buying of 
gold abroad has not helped South African shares to any material

The Foreign Exchanges. 

The pound sterling is now Worth more than 20s. in United 
States currency. ‘This is a very great-change since the early part 
of the year, when the pound was worth only about IIS. against 
dollars. The weakness in dollars is directly attributed to the policy of 
the United States in buying gold ein foreign countries. The American 
dollar has to be sold, in order to procure sterling aud francs to pay 
for the purchases. How far the movement will go it is impossible 
to state at present. Acute uncertainty prevails, but it is obvious 
that sterling is becoming more popular in most countries of the 
world. ‘There is a fear that the gold buying by the United States 
may drive France off the gold standard. Official intervention is 
necessary from time to time on the part of the French authorities 
10 prevent depreciation in francs against other currencies. ‘The 
whole position is most unsatisfactor and naturally militates against 
the free working of international trade.

RECORD DIVIDEND DISTRIBUTION. 


The Ordinary General Meeting of the Cam and Motor Gold Mining Co.

That had 
transformed ita position u the highs competitive hela of copper production 
for consumption outside the United States of America. The assets side of the 
balance-sheet had been enormously strengthened by writings down and that had 
helped to bring nearer the day of dividends. 

The agreement between the copper-producing companies of the werld to 
restrict production had expired on the Sist December, 1932, and had not been 
renewed. It had been the aim of the Directors to arrange that production 
should be at a rate which would harmonise with the success of the selling 
department of the Corporation. They had avoided the accumulation of ansold 
stocks and had endeavoured to avoid depressing the price by over-eagerness t 
sell. Their sales policy had been to keep making forward sales of both blister 
copper and electrolytic, partly on a sliding scale, partly at fixed ; rices. 

Since the beginning of 1933 the restriction of production, which had been 
continued in the mines situated iu the United States, had resulted in a consider- 
able reduction of stocks in the States. However, the United States had 
surrounded itself witha ring fence’m the shape of its copper tariff and the 
Corporation was more directly concerned with the stato of affairs outside the 
United States. 


OPERATING COSTS. 


Tue operating cost for the hilf-year to 30th June, 1933, was particularly 
encouraging and, when it was remembered that the published costs included 
£22,626 properly chargeable to capital, itthrew into stronger relief the extremely 
low cost at which the mine was able to produce. 

During the vear, in accordance with the refining contract between the 
Corporation and the American Metal Co., they had sent to the United States 
7,150 long tons of blister copper to be refined. Since the refining contract was 
made events had occurred causing it to be unfavourable to the Corporation. 
The contract provide! for the retining charge to be paid in dollars. The fall 
in sterling in relation to the dollar had caused that obligation to be very 
onerous. Although copper could be refined in bond in America, the imposition 

‘of the American tariff had compelled the reshipment of the refined copper to 
European markets, involving a further charge for freight. 

Their contract with the American Metal Co. provided for cancellation 
should the Corporation hoida ten per cent. interest in a refinery in a British 
Empire. After due consideration the Directors had deaided to erect an electro- 
lytic refinery at Nkana. It was expected that production would begin about the 
middle of 1934, and in the meantime further shipments of blist x copper were 
being sent to America to be refined. The opening up of Mindola and the erection 
of the refinery would require a considerable amount of money and, although the 
liquid resources in the balance-shee: showed a position of which any young 
enterprise might well be proud, they had secured loan facilities on favourable 
e rms.

MUSIC. 
Israel Hoffman. 


It is interesting and highly gratifying to watch the progress 
of the various prize-winners in The Jewish Chronicle Music Festivals. 
Isracl Hoffman, who took the first prize in 
his section in the 1923 Festival, is now 
well launched on what promises to be a 
highly successful career. Born in 1910, 
he was at first a pupil of Mabel Lander. 
‘ater received the L.R.A.M. diploma, and 
continued his studies at the Cologne 
Hlochschule fiir Musick under Eduard 
Erdmann (for piano) and Philipp Jarnach 
for composition). After two years at the 
llochschule, he was awarded the diploma 
for completion of the course, being the 
only candidate to pass the examination 
with honours. During his stay in Germany 
he had a number of public engagements, 
and since returning to England has broad 
cast, as well as performed in public. Last 
summer he took a course with Artur 
Schnabel at Tremezzo. In addition to his recital on Tuesda¥ week. 
he is playing again at the Holian Hall on the 30th inst, 

The “ Eroica” by Harty. | 

Astonishing, when one comes to think of it. is the variety 
of interpretation to which Beethoven's “ Eroicu Symphony is 
apparently open. At the London Symphony Orchestral Concert on 
Monday evening, Sir Hamilton Harty seemed to have decided that 
it should not be handed on the big scale. but should be reduced to 
dimensions calling for no effort on the part of the listener either to 
follow or to understand. It was as though for him the most 
Important word in Beethoven's dedication: “Heroic Symphony to 
celebrate the memory of a great man was not 


~ heroic,” nor 
celebrate, nor “ great.” nor even man,“ but only memory.“ 
The performance was backward-looking throughout, and had 
all the static quality of distant and unmoving memory. 
Although the “Funeral March” movement was the best exempli- 
fication of this ( have heard it played to sound triamphant 
in sorrow or vibrant with grief, but never as the musical 
projection of a tombstone before) the same mood dominated 
even the scherzo and the final as well as the first movement. 
Perhaps Sir Hamilton Harty was saving the orchestra and him- 
self for W. II. Reed's Symphony for Strings which was given 
its first full-length performance. It is a really well-written work, 
delightfully ingenious, and not merely free from monotony but 
positively enjoyable and original. Perbaps the Passacaglia form 
was not the best for a slow movement, for reiteration can tend to 
bore; but only once did it seem to flag. Some difficult tasks were 
‘et the composer when he worked at the last movement, but he 
overcame them, on the whole, triumphantly. Sir Hamilton Harty’s 
own “With the Wild Geese is a vigorous work, as one would expect, 
with orchestration as rich and heavy at times as Berlioz. It had a 
magnificent performance. The evening had begun with the first 
London performance of Respighi's Belfagor Overture, another 
colourful addition to the overtures that deal with the devil's defeat 
ut the hands of simple woman. 


The Lener Quartet. 

The programme the Lener Quartet chose to play at their recital 
nt Queen's Ilall on Tuesday evening was well calculated to show all 
the beauty and musicianship of their playing as individuals and as 
on ensemble, but it also revealed their one real weakness. In the 
Mozart quartet with which they began the evening they gave 
unatloved delight. The delicacy and subtlety of their style are 
perfectly suited to this most gentle of composers, and the perform. 
ance could not have been bettered. But Beethoven's quartet 
Opus 131 is built on a considerably larger and more imposing scale, 
and calls correspondingly for more vigorous and extended treat- 
ment. The Lener Quartet reduced the work's stature to Mozartian 
dimensions; so that, while technically their playing was perfect, 
it could not be wholly satisfying. For Cesar Franck's Quintet they 
enlisted the aid of Mme. Olga Loeser-Lebert, who toned the piano- 
forte volume down to the Lener standard, instead of the quartet 
enlarging theirs. As Franck’s auintet needs plenty of bravura 
treatment in order to make it sound satisfactory the result was 
again not quite what one had hoped for. Even so, just because of 
their incomparable qualities as an ensemble the evening was far 
from lacking in interest and enjoyment, and one would much rather 
hear them than many another Quartet with stronger volume and 
wider range but less musicianship. 

A Great Violinist. 

The virtues (or otherwise) of publicity are well exemplified by 
inference in the case of Carl Flesch, who was the. soloist in 
Beethoven's Violin Concerto at the B.B.C. Concert last week. He is 
violinist of the very highest order, with a great reputation in 
certain countries, yet he is almost unknown here, and had visited 
England only rarely since the end of the War. So unassuming indeed 
was his first visit, in company with Schnabel and Piatigorsky in a trio 
recital in 19380, that the omniscient B.B.C. apparently knows nothing 
about it. And all for the lack of the usual publicity blah! After his 
most recent performance that state of affairs should be remedied, 
for I have rarely heard such consummate technical skill allied 
with a very firm and definite yet supple and all-round interpretation 
of the great violin concerto. The slow movement in particular sang 
its way along with exactly the right nuance of tranquil contempla- 
tion. And ne one has ever made a cadenza (that of the first move-

A Combination of Artists. 

Both singly and in combination, Adolf Busch and Rudolf Serkin 
are artists whose recitals are among the best the musical publi: 
can hear. On Tuesday evening they once more displayed their 
amazing versatility in a recital which included Mozart's Sonate 
K 454, Bach’s third for piano and violin, and Beethoven's Kreutzer. 
Of Busch's performance as a violinist surely one need not write a! 
this late day in his career. Serkin is not so well known yet, but in 
partnership with Busch he demonstrates unfailing sympathy au 
unison of thaught and conception with him. The Mozart was 
delightfully light and easy (although all their playing is marked for 
its ease). The Bach had the right quality of joyous, good-natured 
strength, while the Kreutzer has rarely been played with such verve 
and vitality. The last movement of the Kreutzer was taken at a 
great rate, and in lesser hands it would have given cause for fear as 
to clarity of outline. But not with Busch and Serkin. It was one 
of those evenings when the critic feels justified in sitting back and 
enjoying himself. And one critic did! 

Pianist e Efficiency. 


ler sheer eflicienc * in piano technique commend me to. Iso 
Elinson, a Russian pianist who made his first appearance in London 
at a recital at Wigmore Hall on Thursday in last week. Everything 
he plaved he transformed into essays in piano dynamics, volume 
control and the science rather than art of thundering without tears. 
Schubert's posthumous B major sonata, a group of Schumann, 
another group of Chopin-—all were subjected to the same ruthless 
treatment, one would say with little regard to the idiosvnerasics of 
the various composers. For those who like the piano handled like 
un plaver-piano under expert control, Iso Elinson should be the ideal 
performer. And some day his passion for efficiency may become 
mellowed by a tempered spirit of delight in evocation of mood anid 
conception, If and when that dav arrives, Iso Elinson will he a 
very fine pianist indeed.

The Price of Brilliance. 

Last week's Philbarmonic concert started with the newly 
revived overture La Scala di Seta,’ which Rossini wrote in his 
nonage and which fully justified Beethoven's advice to him, Stisx 
to Opera Bouffe.’ It is a delicious trifle and Sir Thomas Beecham 
secured a performance that scintfiated. ~ Tapiola” was the biggest 
possibie contrast, vet the performance was as vivid. It was, indeed, 
so dramatic that the music lost a little of its inevitability; it 
became episodic rather thah a steady growth, a thing of violent 
contrasts rather than: of merging colour. Yet, if one accepts 
this interpretation one could not have wished for a more 
thrilling performance. Mozart's Sinfonia Concertante should: have 
preceded the Sibelius instead of following it. Sibelius cannot be 
shaken off so cavalierty, and the instrumental acrobatics of Leon 
Goossens, Reginald hell, John Alexandra and Charles Gregory 
delightful at any other time-—were just out of place. The “ Eroica" 
can, of course, stand anywhere in any programme; if anything 
suffers, it is not the Eroica.” Drama was again the key-note of 
Beecham’s conducting. There was a marvellons intensity in the 
opening movement: points were made here (and rightly made) that 
we have never heard made before. The Scherzo was taken a trifle 
slowly (which gave the horns a chance to play impeccably in the 
Trio) and the Finale a trifle fast. The concluding Presto was a tour 
de forte. Inthe Funeral March, however, the essential Beethoven 
was missed. As in Tapiola dramatic effects ousted inevitability, 
and the music in this movement (perhaps through a lack of 
intellectual sympathy on the part of the conductor) lost its depth 
and became almost external. A price has to be paid for everything 
and at this concert one felt one was paying a price for Beecham's 
brilliance. . G. 8.
